Nebraska Strikes the Mabel |. 
Meyers in Dense Fog 


GREW RESCUED BY JAGKES 


All Except Captain Unable to Save 
Any Belongings, as Barkentine Goes 
Down Within Twelve Minutes—Last 
of World-Girdling Fleet Which Made 
Searsport, Me., Famous 


Boston, Aug. 2.—Eleven survivors 
of the barkentine Mable I. Meyers, 
which sunk following a collision dur- 
ing a dense fog off Cape Cod with 
the battleship Nebraska, arrived at 
the Charlestown navy yard. One 
woman, Mrs. Mary Agramonte, wite 
of the steward, was taken off the 
sinking barkentine, 

‘he barkentine was struck on the 


iport-side and the mainmast torn 
away. Captain Burrage of the Ne- 
braska immediately lowered boats 


; trom the battleship and the crew were 


taken off the barkentine and put 
aboard the Nebraska, where they re- 
mained until the navy yard tug Iwana 
met the Nebraska off President 
toads and took them aboard and 
brought them to Boston. 

The Nebraska, which was uninjured, 
then turned about and sailed for New- 


port. 
it was reported at the navy yard 
that the barkentine sank within

All the mémbepsfof the crew. with 
the exception of the captain were un- 
able to save. any of their belongings. 

Captain Meyers of the sunken bark- 
entine said his ship was going about 
two knots through the fog, which was 
yery thick, when he was struck. It 
was his third collision with the ves- 
sel. 

The barkentine was the last of the 
famous world-girdling old fleet ol 
square-riggers that hailed from Sears- 
port, Me., and her loss, which is 
not covered by insurance, left Mey- 
ers, who was part owner of the ship. 
practically penniless, and this on the 
eye of his accepting a charter for 
his vessel at the highest rates evel 
paid. 

Meyers has been in the craft a 
score of years, most of the time as its 
commander, and has taken it all over 
the world. As the old fleet from 
Searsport grew smaller and steamers 
supplanted sailing vessels, the profits 
from the Mabel I. Meyers grew slim- 
Mer each year. The captain strug- 
gled along and kept his vessel always 
in tine trim. 

Then things changed when the wal 
came. Steamers were sunk and re- 
quisitioned by governments. ‘The 
Stars and Stripes at the taffrail were 
an asset and the old barkentine hail- 
ing from the town that once supplied 
a tenth of all American sailors came 
inte its own. 

When the crash that finished her 
occurred, the Mabel I. Meyers was 
bringing to Portland from Barbadoes 
the largest cargo of molasses that has 
ever been consigned to Maine. Upon 
discharging this, the Meyers was: to 
load lumber at Boston for Buenos 
Ayres at $23 a thousand, a record- 
breaking price.

London, Aug. 3.—The great Ger- 
man trap is closing tighter on the 
Russian armies in and around War- 
saw, and the question of the hour 
is whether or not it will Close far 
enough, or fast enough, to hold witt- 
in its iron jaws ‘afiy considerable por- 
tion of Grand Duke Nicholas’ forces. 

North and south of Warsaw the 
wings of the ‘huge Austro-German 
forces haVe made great drives far to 
the eastward of the city. More espe- 
cially in the south the forces under 
vor Mackensen have made a rapid 
advance and are now heading north 
with the object of cutting off the re- 


itreat of the Russian forces eastward 


to Brest-Lifovsk. 

This fdi'tréss Is one of the main 
strongftolds Of the new. line of de- 
fenses to which the Russians are fall- 
ing baek, and if the Germans should 
be able to reach in time the railroad 
connecting it with Warsaw, any 
forces remaining at the latter place 
would find a safe retreat very difti- 
cult. 

North of Warsaw two great armies 
are also making drives to the east- 
ward, but they have met such fierce 
Opposition on the Narey river that 
they have not made as much progress 
#s on the south. The object of the 
northern drives is to cut the railroad 
leading from Warsaw to Vilna and 
Petrograd.

Now that the trying season for dogs 
has arrived, do not be niggardly in 
care for your canine friends. Not that 
there is any need for apprehension of

The intelligent dog-owner 
has long ago realized that cleanliness 
wholesome food, judicious 
and a dry, comfortable, well-ventilat- 
ed kennel are opposed to disease, and 
that such precautions ray for them- 
selves in the freedom from anxiety 
they give. There are. of course, epi- 
cemics which cannot be foreseen, and 
whose bacteria flourish during the hot, | 
and 


exercise, 


moist days; the -only -.way to, 
guard against these is by endeavoring | 
to keep your dog's health always up 
to par. | 

A dog’s master should be able to! 
deal with minor ailments himself, and 
familiar with their symptoms and 
treatment, as a matter of course; but 
at the first sign of serious disease, | 
such as distemper or fits, he must 
summon a veterinary at once. and} 
apply his first-aid remedies until the 
professional arrives. The causes of | 
distemper are not yet quite clear. | 
Certain it is that anything which de- 
bilitates the body or deranges — tht 
nervous system paves the, way for it. 
Contributing causes to be regarded 
are cold, starvation, impure air, and 
even grief; and symptoms are 
catarrh, fever, and rapid emaciation. 
Do not make the mistake of treating 
distemper as a common cold. It is 
extremely apt to develop into one of 
the several complicatory diseases. 

Hot-weather feeding: needs to be 
studied in relation to the particular 
breed. For an adult dog one good 
meal a day. preferably at evening. 
provided a dog-cake or a large bone 
to gnaw at be given him earlier, is 
aunite sufficient. “The animal must 
always have access to clean. cool; 
water. Milk, particularly goat's milk, ! 
should be often used; but, after all, 
the natural staple food for dogs is 
wholesome meat, and without plenty 
of it they do not thrive. If you can 
afford it, then, give your dog enough 
ordinary butcher's meat, and use 
porridge and meals only as adjuncts 
—they are best for invalid dogs. Po- 
tatoes are of no great value. 

Do not allow pet dogs to keep in- 
side the house too much in summer; 
shady places outdoors are better for 
them. —Running violently in the sun 
under pressure of excitement, as in 
following a carriage or automobile, is 
undesirable. All except stoy dogs 
love to dig in the ground, and it is 
rather severe to punish them for this 
perfectly” natural tendency. If they 
must be deprived of the open country, 
let them have the run of the garden, 
so they may have some chance to nose 
around in the soil and take a roll or 
two.

SAVED BY DOG. 

By WILBUR S. FORREST. 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
‘London, July 20, (By Mail) —Thirty 

eight members of the crew 
‘of the British cargo steamer Cau- 
casian, torpedoed off the British 
coast, owe their lives to a diminutive 
Pomeranian dog. 

The story was told today at head- 
‘quarters of the National Canine De- 
fense League where Captain Robinson 
of the Caucasian was awarded a sil- 
|ver medal for saving the life of the 
dog and consequently the crew. 

The Caucasian was torpedoed after 
a submarine had pursued the vessel 
an hour. While the crew were! 
swarming into the boats Captain 
Robinson handed “Betty,” his wife’s 
ten months old Pomeranian dog to 
the second mate directing that the 
animal be placed in a lifeboat. The 
mate handed “Betty” to a member of 
the crew who accidentally dropped 
her overboard. 

When the captain entered the boat 
he saw the little dog swimming tow- 
ard the submarine. He immediately 
jumped into the water and swam 
about a quarter df a mile. When he 
reached the dog he placed it on his, 
shoulder and was surprised to find | 
that he was within a few yards of 
the submarine. The German officer! 
of the craft, standing on deck ad- 
dressed him in imperfect English: 
| “I had made up my mind to blow, 
‘up your lifeboats because you did not 
stop your ship, but I will not do so 
as a reward for your brave swim to 
save your little dog.” 

Captain Robinson swam back to his} 
lifeboat and the submarine proceeded 
on its search for other victims. 

The crew were picked up by the 
British steamer Inglemoor but im- 
mediately were forced to take again | 
to their own boats as the submarine 
returned and torpedoed the Ingle- 
moor. 

Captain Robinson, with his dog, and}

crew were finally rescued by seed 
steamer and landed at Penzance. 


FOE TO GIPSY MOTH. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2—The cal- 
csoma beetle, which was introduced 
into New England in order to epee 
the gipsy moth, is declared by entomo- 
logists in the United States Depart- 
ment of Agricuiture to have firmly 
established itself in its new environ- 
ment, The first of these green 
beetles was sent from Europe in 1905. 
Jetween then and 1910 a little over 
4,000 of the insects were shipped to 
this country . They have multiplied 
and spread with extraordinary rapid- 
ity and are now abundant that 
many people in New England are fam- 
iliar with their appearance and hab- 
its. 

Investigations show that these in- 
sects, hoth as beetles and as larvae, 
consume enormous quantities of the 
gipsy moth larvae. They are able 
to climb the upon which their 
prev are feeding and are most active 
during the periods when the gipsy 
moths are abundant. The calosoma 
beetle, in fact, seems to be admir- 
ably adapted in every way to destroy- 
ing the gipsy moth. It is not ap- 
parently injured by the wilt disease 
which is so prevalent in its prey, and 
neither is it apparently affected by 
the sprays used to control the gypsy 
moth. At the present time it is re- 
garded as the most important of the 
natural enemies of this widespread 
pest. A new professional paper of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Bulletin 251, éontains a 
detailed description of the calosoma 
beetle, its distribution, life history and 
habits.

Washington, Aug. 4.—Great Brit- 
ain’s replies to the latest American 
representations against interference 
with neutral commerce reject entirely 
the contention that the orders in 
council are illegal, and justify the 
British course as being Wholly within 
international law. 

“Unsustainable either in point ot 
law or upon principles of internationa! 
equity,” is the British reply to the 
American protest against the block- 
ade of neutral ports, 
tion to submit to international 
tration any cases in which the United 
States is dissatisfied with the action 
of British prize courts. 

Great Britain's reply, embodied in 
two motes, one supplemental, was 
;made public in Washington and in 
London simultaneously by agreement 
between the two governments. With 
the notes was made public also the 
correspondenc over the American 
steamer Sac seized by the Bbrit- 
ish while en route from Rotterdam to 
the United States with goods of Ger- 
man origin. Al! the correspondence 
aggregate 70 words. 

Changed conditions of warfare, the 
British note contends, require a new 
application of the principles of in- 
ternational law. 

The advent of the submarine; the 
airship and the alleged atrocities Dy 
German troops in Belgium are cited 
as justification for the exercise of ex- 
treme measures. 

The blockade is justified on the 
conténtion that the universally recog- 
nized fundamental principle of a 
blokade is that a belligerent is én- 
titled to “cut off by effective means 
the sea-borne commerce of 
enemy.” 

The note reiterates that Great

The sooner the prayer of our cor- 
Tespondent is granted the better we 
shall be pleased. We admit that the 
zemoval of the electric light and tel- 
ephone poles throughout the city 
would be an expensive undertaking 
and we would not advocate that the 
whole thing be done at once. 

Hancock street, from Granite to 
School streets, has recently been 
paved. A granolithic sidewalk is in 
process of construction. It has come 
to look like a real street. Instead 
of permitting new poles to be erected 
it would not have been unfair to have 
compelled the electric light and tele- 
phone companies to have laid their 
wires underground from City square 
to School street.

The latest bulletin of the U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce, showing the 
exports during June 1915 of domestic

The total value in dollars of the 
exports of breadstuffs, for example, is 
$28,822,676. This is more than double

Article Aap Ri That German- seanel- 
can Editor Headed Company Filling 
Orders For Allieés While He Was 
Stoutly Advocating Cause of Ger- 
many—Gerieral Denial is Entered 


New York, Aug. 7.—Herman Rid- 
der, editor and principal owner of the 
New Yorker Staats-Zeitung, filed a 
suit for $250,000 damages for libel 
against the Star company, publish - 
ers of the New York American. 

Ridder takes\ exception to a page 
article Which the German-American 
editor says tends to cast doubt on the 
sincerity of his advocacy of the Ger- 
man cause and his opposition to the 
exportation OF munitions from the 
United States to the allies. = 

The article told about the Interna- 
tional Typesetting Machine company, 
of which Ridder was president, tll- 
ing just such orders for the enemies 
of Germany. 

Ridder pointed out that at the time 
the story appeared the company, Of 
which he had been the head and his 
son, Joseph E. Ridder, the secre- 
tary and treasurer, had gone in the 
hands of a receiver appointed by the 
tederal court, and that the affairs of 
the company were entirely in that of- 


ficial’s hands. The receiver Was 
named in December, 1914, because of 
temporary difficulties. Ridder dis- 


claimed all responsibility for the acts 
of the company since that time. 

“Even if it is engaged in the manu- 
facture of war material,” said..the 
editor, “I should be impotent to pre- 
vent it.” 

After relating his 
“Staats-Zeitung” corporation, he 
says: “On numerous occasions, in 
these newspapers and otherwise, the 
plaintiff has publicly supported and 
sympathized with the imperial gov- 
ernment of Germany in the war now 
existing, and has on numerous occa- 
sions by publications in these news- 
papers and other publications pro- 
tested against the exportation of 
arms, ammunition and war supplies 
by manufacturers in the United States 
to England or allied countries.” 

Ridder added that he had advyocat- 
ed the enactment by congress of a 
law to prevent such shipments. In 
all his acts, he says, he was sincere. 

Ridder declares he is an American 
citizen of German descent, that he is 
a member of organizations whose 
members are the same. 

“That en or about May 30, 1915,” 
the comphiint reads, “the defendant, 
well ‘knowing these facts, published 
in the New York American matter 
containing the plaintiff's picture in a 
promment part thereof and labelled 
with the plaintiff's name, in which 
defendant falsely charges that the 
plaintiff is insincere in his said sup- 
port, sympathy, protest and advo- 
eacy, and was a hypocrite and profes- 
sional ‘advocater,’ and Was engaged in 
engendering class and factional feel- 
ings of hatred and was impeled by 
sordid and mercenary motives.” 

Ridder goes on to say “that in mak- 
ing said publication, defendant is 
actuated by express and actual malice 
and by a desire and design to vent a 
personal ill will, vengeance and feel- 
| ing against the plaintiff and to ruth- 
/ lessly impair, injure and destroy the 
character, fame and reputation of the 
plaintiff and hold him to public scorn 
and ridicule.”

Among the many who speak of my 


Quiney historic sketches, there is none 
I valued more highly than a letter re- 
| ceived from (Mrs. Charles A. Spear, an 
| old Quincy resident ‘born some 92 
| years ago. I remember some sixty 
years ago when she and her husband 

lived in one of the old President 
Adams houses on Franklin street and 
{carried on the farm which was quite 
a large acreage, but is now dotted 
over by fine residences. Way up to the 
residence of Gegrge Harvey Field, once 
owned and occupied by his father Har- 
vey Field, and the street running be-

3oston, which years ago was absorbed 
by the Jordan Marsh Co. His brother, 
or cousin, George was employed all 
his life in C. F. Hovey’s store where 
a Mr. Greenleaf, was one of 
the proprietors. 

William Dawes married 
Bigelow of Franklin street. He be- 
came a doctor and lived in Boston. 
The Dawes house was finally removed 
or destroyed and Mr. Perry who mar- 
ried a daughter of Mr. Samuel Curtis 
of Franklin street. built a fine mansion 
upon the site and lived and died there. 
Since then # became.the property of 
the late James Edwards who also lived 
and died there. 

Opposite the Dawes estate was John 
Dinegan’s tailor shop and also the 
shoe factory of the - late Benjamin 
Curtis. I remember Mr. Dinegan as 
a very polite gentleman, who always 
dressed as though he came out of a 
bandbox. I can remember the first 
frock coat he made for me, a lad 
about fourteen. In the words of olden 
time, “it was a dandy.” 

A Mr. Cornell kept a private school 
up Stairs, about 75 years ago. He af- 
terwards become a minister. Some of 
the boys and girls are now living who 
attended the school at the old stone 
school house on School street now 
used as an engine or hook and ladder 
house.

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AN INTERNATIONAL BOYCOTT. 

lt is reported that the retaliatory 
boycott in China against the Japanese 
because of Japan's demands on China 
has caused protound concern through- 
out the empire and extensive plans 
are being formulated to overcome the 
movement. Japanese merchants it 
is said, are beginning to complain at 
heavy losses in trade, “and thought- 
ful leaders in various walks of Jap- 
anese life are worried over where the 
Chinese hostility will end and how it 
will affect the’future relations of the 
two countries.”

other, 

It remains to inquire why the boy- 
cott cannot be used effectively by an 
international tribunal or congress 0 
nations, that is by various nations 
acting in concert, to punish one of the 
members of the family of nations for 
offending against internationai law, a 
decree of the international tribunal, 
or against international morality. 

Norman Angell, author of “The 
Great Illusion” has discussed this very 
question, among others, in an article 
entitled “Why Not War, and if Not 
War, What?” in the current issue of 
the Independent. This is an article 
which nobody can afford to miss. 

Prof. Angell says: “And there is 
hope in the internationalization of sea 
power: if the nations are agreed so 
to do they can exercise a blockade or 
siege of a given country by means 
that will perhaps be more largely non- 
military than military. If, for in- 
stance the nations of the world” had 
agree not to export anything whatso- 
ever to Germany they would be doing 
more effectively perhaps by agree- 
ment between them the thing which 
Engiand is trying to do simply by the 
power of her ships. If there were any 
international contro] of world cém- 
munications, civilization would pos- 
sess a very powerful instrument for 
the coercion of a recalcitrant mem- 
ber of the society of nations. But this 
power, if exercised at all, is one that 
should belong to the nations as a 
whole, to be exercised on behalf of the 
community, not by an individual ma- 
tion aginst all the rest. 

“To that end the policy now espoused 
by the United States will finally lead 
if it is pursued with resource and 
energy. If America can obtain the 
cooperation of the great states of the 
world—and she might so obtain it ait 
this present juncture—to exclude Ger- 
many from intercourse with civiliza- 
tion it could be made plain that mili- 
tary ageression involved a price which 
even Germany—perhaps especially 
Germany—would not lightly pay. If 
Germany Bad to face the alternative 
either of cooperation in’ some sane 
peace, a rational settlement, or the ex- 
clusion of her merchantmen from 
every market of the world for half a 
zeneration, the inability of her ships 
to enter a civilized port, the confisca- 
tion of such German ships and other 
property as might be found outside 
Germany, for the purpose of indemni- 
tying Belgium (say) on the judgment 
of an international court, the nations 
as a whole would at least have sonie- 
thing wherewith to bargain ‘other 
than the threat of the use of armies— 
an instrument which has proved to be, 
not for the first time, of very uncer- 
tain effectiveness,”

One’ 
cause of the deficit, perhaps the prin- 
cipal cause, has been the failure of 
the city to collect many of its water 
bills. There has been a notable ex- 
ception to this negligence on the part 
of the city, namely during the admin- 
istration of Joseph L. Whiten, who 
served as acting Mayor after the 
death of Mayor Miller until the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Campbell. 

It should be recognized that Quincy 
is growing more rapidly than most 
cities of similar make-up and due al- 
SJowance should be made for the great 
demands which must come, under 
such circumstances, upon the purse 
strings of the city treasury. Bui 
there seems to be no real reason why 
citizens of Quincy should have to pay 
more for their swater than the citi- 
vens of almost every other city or: 
iown in the district. 

The system which has been foisted 
on us is not only made up of high 
rates but it is absurd in itself. The 
tenement house provision is an _ in- 
justice which this city, almost alone, 
finds included in its rate card. This 
is one of the principal causes of com- 
plaint and with reason, The Amer- 
ican peop ile can be induced to pay a 
high price for what they need but 
they grow hot under the collar when 
it appears that there is discrimination 
zmong them. 

As we have remarked in this cul- 
umn before, and as we shall remark 
more than once again, water should 
be sold just as gas or electricity is 
sold. There should be a minimum | 
charge that is really a minimum,

In Its Briniiice pice It Was Larger 
| ‘ Than It Is Today. 

Artists say that no Greek sculptor 
would have ever dreamed of putting 
a nine inch foot on a five and one- 
half foot woman. The types for the 
classic marble figures were taken from 
the most perfect forms of living per 
Unquestionabiy the human foot, 
as represented by the ancient sculptors, 
| was lirger than the modern one, and, 
| in fact, the primitive foot of all peoples 
whereof we have any record, either of 
statuary or otherwise, was consider- 
ably larger than the-restricted foot of 
modern times. 

The masculine foot, 
proximate average of four different 
countries, was about twelve inches 
long. This would require at least a 
No. 10 shoe to cover it comfortably. 
The average. masculine foot today Is , 
easily fitted with a, No. 8% shoe and 
is, therefore, not above ten and seven- 
sixteenths inches, Now, by the old

In the Piazza a 
crowd gathers about the singer. 

Yes, this is twentieth century Rome 
and the singer is no medieval trouba- 
ee But he is quite as picturesque, 


quite as romance-laden as though he 
had lived hundreds of years age. For 
jhe is an improvisatore and he repre- 
sents a custom as old as the ancient 
palaces under whose broad portals he 
‘is singing. 

His name is Sor Capanna and he is 
|known from one end of Rome to the 
other for is he not the composer of 
that modern satirical song “Big Wil- 
liam?” He is singing it now and for 
one solda you may buy the same po- 
,etic narration of the improvisatore’s 
‘estimation of the Kaiser. 

Sor Capanna is one of many impro- 
visatores in Rome today for the en- 
trance of Italy into the war has

most of them, songs of love, farewells 
of soldiers departing to the war, ad- 
monishing their sweethearts to be 
brave and true during their absence.

To Get Rid of Pests Attack Breeding 
| Places.

D. C., Aug. 14:—Per 
houses, pet animals, or 
live stock are-infested with fleas are 
warned in a-new publication of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Bulletin No. 248, that it is almdst 
hopeless to attempt to get rid ‘of the 
pests if no attention is paid to the 
"breeding pla¢es of the insects. it 
is, of course, important to destroy the 
‘adult fleas but this should be accon+ 
‘panied by a thorough cleaning out of 
all places in which their eggs may be 
laid. Sinee it takes from two weeks 
to many months for the eggs ef 
fleas to develop to adults there tis 
‘always danger of a reinfestation un- 
less the breeding places are thorough- 
ly destroyed. 

' It is a well, known fact that certain 
kinds of fleas are responsible for the 


whose 


spread of the bubonic plague and 
this alone would make their destrue- 
|tlon a universal. duty. They aré, 


responsible for other diseas- 
{es as well as the plague, and entirely 
japart from their share in spreading 
! contagion they are a great nuisance 
ito human beings, and may annoy live 
stoek to such an extent that they ser- 
| iously injure the health of the ani- 
| mal. The flea can exist practically 
jeverywhere that man can, and if the 
| conditions are permitted to be fav- 
lorable it will multiply with ~ great 
| rapidity. 

Of the approximately 400 species of 
‘fleas known to exist the human flea, 
|the dog flea, the cat flea, the rat flea 
‘—which carries the plague—and the 
isticktight flea are the varieties: which

|tight flea differs from the others in 
{that when it has once attached it- 
self to a host it remains with its

NEW PARADISE 
IN CLOUDLAND 


This is tp first season under na- 
tional control of the stupendous, 
snoweapped mountain ridge of Colo- 
rado, the “Top: of -the World,” the 
great backbone of the continent, now 
and hereafter to be designated the 
Rocky Mountain National Park. There 
are many mountains in the Colorado 
Rockies that exceed 14,000 feet in 
height, but only one of them is_ in- 
cluded in the park. Not for record- 
breaking altitudes, but for its sup- 


jreme scenic magnificence and availa- 


bility for public use and resort, was 
that portion of the great range, of 
which Longs Peak is the center, set 
aside for special development and ad- 
ministration. 

This was done by Congress at its 
last session. On July 1 Secretary 
Lane took formal possession by the 
appointment of Charles R. Trowbridge 
as temporary supervisor, with perma- 
nent headquarters at Estes Park, the 
natural gateway to this region of en- 
chantment. The work of building a 
road by the Fall River Canyon from 
Estes Park across the range to Grand 
Lake on the west is now actively un- 
der way. This road is the States con- 
tribution to the park. 


The Rocky Mountain National Park 
lies about 70 mileg northwest of Den- 
ver. It contains about 350 square 
miles, not a foot of which is less than 
8,000 feet above sea level. It lies on 
either side of the Continental Divide, 
which at this point runs irregularly 
north and south. 


Bristles with Lofty Peaks, 

This is a wonderful snowcapped 
range carrying glaciers in its hollows. 
It includes, from Specimen Mountain 
on the north, the finest breeding 
xround in the world for the celebrated 
Rocky Mountain sheep, Mounts Ida 
and Julien, Terra Tomah Peak, Nakai 
Peak, Snowdrift Peak, Flattop Moun- 
tain, Hallett Peak, Otis Peak, Taylor 
Peak, McHenrys Peak, Storm Peak, 
Monnt Lady Washington, Longs Peak 
(14,255 feet), Mount Meeker, Pagoda, 
Chiefs Head, Mount Alice, Tanima 
Peak, Mahana Peak, Onzel Peak, and 
Mount Copeland, to say nothing of 
many noble mountains rising well 
apart from the Divide. 

“It simply ‘bristles with mountain 
peaks,” said Enos Mills to the House 


Committee on the Public’ Lands Jast 
| December, “there are more than six- 


ty that rise above 12,000 feet and a 
number between. 13,000 and 14,000 feet, 
and one that rises about 14,000 feet. 
Between these peaks are a number of 
mountain lakes, nearly 200 of them. 
These vary in size from a few acres up 
to fifty or sixty acres. They are all 
beautiful. Then, along with this, re- 
membering that this is the Continent- 
al Divide, it is not a high barren re- 
gion. For instance, the timber line 
in the Alps is generally about 6,500 
feet, but on these mountaing it is 
about 11,500 feet and ‘over to timber 
line. There are more than forty 
species of plants growing. In this re- 
gion there are not only mountain 
peaks and mountain lakes but there 
are many kinds of wild life. For in- 
stance, you have in this region a great 
number of mountain sheep, an animal 
as active and as alert and agile as 
the chamois in the Alps. He ranges 
in the higher parts of this section. 
sometimes running down to the lower 
regions. 


Grizzlies and Others. 


“In addition to the mountain sheep 
other big game are the grizzly bear 
and the black bear; deer are quite 
common, and that interesting animal, 
the beaver, is exceedingly common. In 
addition to this, I hope you will re- 
member that there are blooming in

“Mobilize,” 

He was a talkative fellow, and 

there was no denying him. 

“Now, that,” he said, slapping his 
open newspaper, “is one funny thing 
come out of the war. Here!” he ex- 
claimed, and held up the page, point- 
ing to an advertisement which read: 
“Straw Hats Mobilized in Our Window 
Tomorrow.” “Of course,” he continued, 
“the newspaper reporter and the ad 
writer can't report a wedding or pro 
claim a bargain sale these days with- 
out employing the lingo of the milt- 
tary writer. The joke,” he proceed- 
ed, “is in the popular usage of this 
here word ‘mobilize,’ lately come into 
everybody’s mouth. When a number 
of things of any sort are got together 
into a bunch these days they are hu- 
morously said to be mobilized. 

“But,” he remarked, “when a man 
has a mobile face it is not because his 
face is assembled. Doesn’t anybody 
remember,” he asked, “what the word 
mobilize meant before the war? Well, 
it means just the same today, and its 
meaning does not alter as a military 
term. The process of putting.an army 
upon a war footing,” he said, raising 
his finger, “is called mobilization.

Wholesale Distribution of Fruits and 
Vegetables Often Appears to Take 
Cireultous Route—Economie (Con- 
ditions Do Net Court Market Para- 
sites-—Losses and Wastes Diseussed 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 17—The 
present abundance of fresh vegetables 
and friuts brings with it the peren- 
nial necessity for their rapid, econ- 
omical distribution and for encour- 
aging a generous and steady con- 
sumption. . The machinery for movy- 
ing these food products is complex 
ind retai] dealers are often accused 
of not following closely the whole- 
‘ale market quotations; that in times 
of glutted markets they do not cut 
yrices severely and aid in a rapid 
novement from producer to consum- 
De But the responsibility for slow 
ind uneconomic movement into con- 
sumptive channels is difficult to trace 
The large class of food distributors 
csnown as “middlemen” are often ac- 
used of levying, arbitrarily, a heavy 
‘ribute on all food stuffs passing 
from the producer to the consumer. 
The attention of the public has been 
frequently directed to increased costs 
of products rather than service ren- 
dered. The new United States De- 
partment of Agriculture Bulletin, No. 
°67, Methods of Wholesale Distribu- 
tion of Fruits and Vegetables on 
Large Markets, does not indict the 
“middlemen” as a class, although 
it points out some of the abuses in 
‘he trade. As a matter of fact, say 
the Department’s specialists, when 
liscussing the present marketing or- 
sanization, economic laws would not 
vermit the long continued existence 
fa marketing agency which was 
solely a parasite. 

Several important factors have 
‘ontributed to the establishment of 
‘nany middlemen as necessary agents 
n the present system of marketing. 
Production during the ‘last decade 
as increased greatly, and improved 
nethods and facilities for handling 
the increase have been introduced. 
Keeping pace with increased produc- 
tion has come the demand of con- 
sumers for more elaborate and effi- 
sient service. Seldom is the fact 
considered that service can become a 
very expensive luxury. With the 
widening of the distance between the 
‘ity and the sources of its fruit and 
vegetable supplies there has arisen 
the necessity for special agencies to 
neet the changed conditions. 

The present distributive machinery, 
with all its strong points and its 
weaknesses, has been created of ne- 
cessity, and it has weathered the 
storm of much adverse criticism. 
Every part of the country is now en- 
joying the perishable products of the 
most remote @istricts. ‘Any read- 
justment of present market practices 
must be based upon the fact that some 
agency must continue to perform the 
functions of the present-day middle- 
man, 

The problems involved in handling 
zoods through a large market. differ 
greatly from those of production. 
Usually one man or one firm can not 
handle both production and distribu- 
tion and succeed at both. The vast 
volume of business transacted at 
large market centers makes neces- 
sary some special agencies which can 
devote all their energies to distri- 
bution. Especially does the machin- 
ery for efficient marketing become 
necessary when perishable goods are 
‘o be handled. © Commodities of this 
sort must be moved rapidly, must be 
listributed evenly, and from their 
very nature permit of no weakness in 
distributive machinery, if they are to 
he sold at a profit. 

CAUSES OF LOSS AND WASTE. 

With the perishable nature of a 
large part of the fruits and vegetables 
marketed there must be some loss. 
This often totals higher than the 
farmer realizes. For instance, ac- 
éording to the Department’s market 
specialists, the loss on such commodi- 
ties as strawberries, peaches, and 
grapes, sometimes amounts to 30 or 
40 per cent before they reach the 
hands of the retail trade. Losses 
due to spoiling may be the result of 
the shipper’s sending overripe or dis- 
eased fruit, or failing to give proper 
attention to packing, to loading, or to 
bracing the packages in the car. 
Sometimes the railroad is at fault. 
Delay in transit, improper  venti- 
lation or refrigeration, or unneces- 
sarily rough handling of cars may 
contribute to rapid deterioration of

benefit accrues to prodneer, distribu- 
tor, or consumer from --sh « condi- | 
tion. The loss occurring at this’ 
point must be borne by both pro- 
ducer and consumer, and in a great 
many cases the distribuior must bear 
his part-of the burden. The Depart- 
ment’s specialists think in many cas- 
es ‘losses and wastes are entirely too 
heavy a tax on food distribution and 
that the elimination of unnecessary 
wastes would do as much toward ef- 
fecting permanent, substantial econ- 
omies in marketing and distributing 
as any readjujstment of preséft mar- 
keting methods could do. The fact 
that a large pereentage of these loss- 
es can be avoided by proper grading, 
packing, and shipping, together with 
prompt, efficient handling while the 
goods are in process of distribution, 
makes it imperative that this subject 
be given special consideration § by 
those interested in the efflicient mar- 
keting of farm crops. 

A better understanding by the 
farmer of the complex marketing 
machinery would enable him to intel- 
ligently choose between the many 
channels through which his fruits and 
vegetables might be marketed. The 
new bulletin aims to make clear to 
the layman the rather intricate ma- 
chinery of the market and deals with 
methods of receiving, inspection, re- 
jections, terminal distribution. and 
sales methods, the broker, auction 
sales, carlot wholesalers, commission 
merchants, jobbing sales, public mar- 
kets, ete.

The United States bureau of labor 
statistics has just issued its annual 
review of court decisions affecting 
labor as its Bulletin No. 169. Approxi- 
mately 265 decisions are summarized, 
dealing with the application and con- 
struction of the laws, or with the ap- 
plication of the principles of the com- 
mon law to the rights and relations’ of 
the worker.

Hatters’ case, holding members of 
unions personally liable for damage 
from boycotts; the dissolution of the 
famous injunction in the case of’ John 
Mitchell against the Hitchman Coal 
and Coke company of West Virginia, 
and holding labor unions legal; and 
the Supreme court's opinion in the 
Coppage case, overthrowing the law | 
of Kansas, which undertook to pro- 
tect workmen in their membership 
in labor organizations. In the last: 
named case the dissenting opinion, 
which defended the constitutionality 
of the act, is also given. 

The largest group of cases on' a 
single subject is that relating to the 
new form of legislation known as 
workmen's compensation laws. The 
@ecisions on this subject range from 
questions of constitutionality, decided 
adversely in the case of the Kentucky 
statute and favorably in other state 
courts, to the determination of defini- 
tions or of single points of dispute. 
In considering occupational diseases, 
for instance, the Massachusetts 
courts hold lead-poisoning to be with- | 
in the state act providing for ccm- 
pensation for “personal injuries aris- 
ing out of and in the course of em- 
ployment,” while the Michigan courts, 
under the provisions of a state law 
similarly expressed, hold that a case 
of lead poisoning is not entitled to 
compensation. An optic neuritis, in- | 
duced by inhaling poisonous gaces, 
was also compensated in Massachu- 
setts, while in New Jersey the court 
disallowed a claim on account of ec- 
zema said to be caused by acids used 
in a bleachery. Other decisions relate 
to the mode of computing benefits, 
the definition of the term “casual em- 
ployment,” what constitutes depend- 
ency, wilful act, incapacity, ete. 

Another important group of deci- 
sions in a related field is of those de- 
termining the application of the fed- 
eral lability statute to different ,

classes of railroad employments. Sev- | 
eral cases are found which turn on 
the nature of the employment of the 
injured person, i. "e., whether in in- 
terstate commerce or not.

ARMY TRAINING WORKS WELL TWILIGHT F AME 


Many Englishmen, Accustomed to 
Spectacles, Have Been Able 
to Discard Them. 


Since the beginning of the European 
war a surprising number of men have 
been found wearing eyeglasses. 

Prior to the war no men who were 
under the necessity of wearing glasses 
were accepted in the regular army. 
With the formation of “Pals” battal 
ions and other specially constituted 
corps, drawn in very large measure 
from the ranks of city workers of the 
middle class, and used, for the most 
part, to desk work or other sedentary 
Occupations, the rule _ prohibiting 
glasses was relaxed. AS a conse- 
quence, many men who had become 
accustomed to wearing spectacles 
after passing the regulation army tests 
to prove their sight was not defective, 
were allowed to retain and continue 
the use of glasses. 

The interesting sequel is that, after 
undergoing a few months’ training, 
many of these young men find they 
can dispense altogether with any arti- 
ficial aids to vision. Six months ago 
many who could not read, cross a road 
in safety, or recognize a friend at the 
other side of it without the aid of 
glasses, can now, at their training 
grounds, go to the butts and see and 
hit the target at 300 yards or more. 
Not only so, but their vision for all 
general purposes is markedly im- 
proved. 

This happy state of affairs is at- 
tributed largely to the open-air condi- 
tions of their new life, and in particu- 
lar to the more expansive prospect 
continually presented to the eye. Free- 
dom from close pursuits, carried on 
under artificial light, is doubtless an 
important factor.

DEATH OF 
F. A. SPEAR 


Probation Officer at Quincy 
Court For Many Years 


Police officers all over the East Nor- 
folk District, as well as members of 
the bar who have had business with the 
Hast Norfolk District Court will learn 
with regret of the death of Francis A. 
Spear which took place Tuesday even- 
ing at his home on Thayer street. Mr. 
Spear had been a cripple for upwards 
of twenty-five years, due to rheuma- 
tism, and for twenty years he has only 
been able to get about by the use of 
crutches. He has expended thousands 
of dollars in useless efforts to secure 
relief. Although able to get about 
with difficulty, he made light of his af- 
fliction, ‘and always had a good word 
for his friends. 

When the probation system was es- 
tablished in Massachusetts courts in 
1892 he was appointed by the late 
Judge James Humphrey, as Prabation 
Officer for the Fast Norfolk District, a 
position he held up to July 1912 when 
he retired, being succeeded by Francis 
H. Fahey. 

Mr. Spear was born in Quiney, May 
15, 1854 and has always made this city 
his home. During the last few years 
in which he held office he yearly cele- 
breted the passing of a birthday by en- 
tertaining court officials and the news- 
paper men, who covered the Quincy 
court, at lunch. 

Ife received his education in the pub- 
lie schools of Quincy and graduated 
school. Soon after 
leaving school he entered the tailor- 
ing business which he carried on, 
with his brother the late Christopher 
A. Spear, for many years. 

He always took a deep interest in 
local political mat#ers and during the 
time he was in business many a Ro- 
litieal plot was hatched out in the 
back room of his store. During the 
first years of the city government he 
was a constable and did night duty 
in City Square for several years. He 
was also at one time the Sealer of 
Weights and Measures taking it at a 
time when little attention was paid 
to the proper sealing of weights and 
measures, putting into practice a 
rigid examination of all weights and 
measures used in thé city. 

While serving as Probation Officer 
he buflt a small work shop in the 
rear of his home on Thayer § street, 
and here he spent many hours when 
business for the day was. over. This 
shop he named “Lazyhurst” and for 
several vears it was looked upon as 
a sort of Hague peace tribunal in the 
neighborhood , for here those whom 
the court had placed on probation 
wont to come to make their 
weekly report. 

It was while chasing a fleeing pris- 
oner into the river that he contracted 
a cold, which ultimately brought on 
an attack of rhenmatism with which 
he suffered for so many years. 

He has been confined to his bed for 
several months during which time he} 
has been a great sufferer.

DEFENSIVE PREPARATION. 


Major General Leonard A. Wood, 
speaking at evening parade to the 
1200 businéss men who have goae to 
Plattsburg to learn something about 
military instruction, put a dent into 
the remarks of ‘ex-Secretary of State 
Bryan, that we could raise a million 
of men between sunrise and sunset. 
General Wood called it a perfectly 
asinine statement. “The talk of a 
volunteer army,” said he, “is ali 
foolishness. There is no such thing 
as voluntary service. Every citizen 
owes ap obligatory service to his 
country. The trouble is thet this 
fact is not recognized as it should 
bé.” He said that. the country we 
have most reason to dread is fully 
prepared “A thing that has not 
been mentioned as much as it should 
be,” said he, “is that the district in 
which we manufacture munitions of 
war is all embraced within a small 
field on our eastern seaboard. You 
can very readily imagine what a force 
of 150,000 trained soldiers once 
landed on our shores could do.” Wood 
believes that the regular standing 
army of the United States should be 
not less than 260,000 men and he 
closed bis address with these words: 
“There is nothing in God's world 
that takes the place of a trained sold- 
ier on his feet.” The camp of in- 
struction at Plattsburg is probably 
only a beginning of the preparedness 
for defense that the people of the 
country are coming to understand is 
a necessity for their safety. In the be- 
ginning of our national life our iso- 
lation was our complete defence. To- 
day the Atlantic is only five days 
wide, and am invasion by a. hostile 
foree no longer an impossibility.

WHERE ARE THEY BUILDING! 


A nephew of Sir John French, whe 
bas been inspecting American ship- 
vards in the interest of England, made 
the statement in Baltimore on Wed- 
nesday that a fleet of 1000 lite-draft 
highspeed gunboats is being con- 
structed at shipyards on the New 
England coast for the allies. “The 
boats,” said he, “will be shipped with 
nut armament to England, where 
powerful guys and torpedo tubes will 
be imstalled. These new style crait 
will net only wage war against the 
German fleet of submarines but will 
swarm the North sea, and, if possible, 
force the German navy to fight in the 
open:” Mr. French did not indicate 
he shipyards where these craft are 
being constructed, but the possibility 
if not the probability, of the statement 
aeed not be doubied.

French stated in Baltimore is worth 
considering in Washington, and made 
a feature of the new plan of pre- 
paredness which President Wiison 
is intending to reveal at the opening 
of Congress——Lynn Item. 


KEEP THE HENS AT HOME. 


A good fiock of hens is a fine thing 
—anywhere but on a neighbor's lawn 
oF in a neighbor's garden. When 
they get over where they do not be 
long, they immediately become not 
only a nuisance but a detriment. 
Many owners do not seem to realize 
the. vast amount of damage their 
birds do in this way. H they did, im- 
mediate steps would be taken to stop 
the trespassing and the thieving. 
Perbaps the greatest sufferer from 
these feathered marauders is the city 
Man who tries to maintain a small 
Vegetable patch in his back yard. But 
even in the country there are those 
who let the chickens run as_ they 
please. The law allows the _ neigh- 
bor to confine birds caught pilfering 
and hold them until proper damages 


‘ave been paid. But, where is the 


pleasure in taking advantage of such 
law. It is really “up to” Mr. 
Chicken-Owner to see that his hens 
behave themselves. If they can’t be 
trusted outside the wire, they should 
be confined the way other thieves are.

AT NANTASKET STRENUOUS FIGHT Doctor Greeley Claims to AGe 


| 


Isolated Microbe. 


Believes They Multiply in Mucous | 
Membrane of Nose at Beginning of 
Disease and Thence Penetrate 
Blood Vessels. 


Dr. Horace Greeley of Brooklyn re- 
ports to the Medical Record that he 
has discovered the long-sought mi- 
crobe of smallpox. He found “an ap- 
parently identical organism” from the 
“vesicles of twenty-five cases of suc- 
cessful vaccination, from a like num: 
ber of cases of undoubted chickenpox, 
and from five cases of recognized and 
undoubted smallpox.” 

From Doctor Greeley’s technical de- } 
scription of this new microbe it may 
be gathered that it is spherical and } 
from 0.3 to 0.6 microns (of 0.000117 to 
9.000234 inch) in diameter. It is in 
the form of multiplying spores, 
which just before division assume the 
shape of a figure 8, with a nucleus in 
each half. These develop into branch 
ing masses with spores at the end of 
the branches, 

Doctor Greeley has grown them in 
cultures. He believes they multiply 
on the mucous membranes of the nose 
at the beginning of the disease, and | 
the spores when shed penetrate the 
blood vessels and are wafted to all 
parts of the body, “landing in the skin 
capillaries, where conditions of lower 
temperature and more light, perhaps, 
favor further proliferation. In this 
connection we should remember how 
the eruption favors the face and 
hands.” 

Doctor Greeley concludes that vac- 
cinia and variol. are identical, the dif 
ference being that “vaccination pro- | 
luces a local and at most a lymphat- | 
ic infection, usually stopped at the 
nearest chain of glands, an? repre 
sents the inoculation of au org nism 
directly derived from a different spe | 
cies of animal, and therefcre probably 
of low relative virulence, while small 
pox is undoubtedly contracted 
through the respiratory tract and is 
due to one derived directly from an| 
animal of like species which, as! 
shown, through spore formation, 
passes into the blood and is thrown to 
ull corners.” 


ARE LOADED WITH THERMIT 


Incendiary Bombs Differ From the 
Ordinary Missile in Character of 
Theip Destructive Power. 


Incendiary bombs differ from ordi- 
nary explosive b6mbs in that they are 
intended not to scatter fragments 
»ver a wide area, but to produce sud- 
den and intense heat at a given point, 
thus starting a fierce conflagration. 

W. A. Tilden describes in Nature | 
one of these bombs, a picture of which | 
is reproduced here. His description | 
is as follows: 

The bomb, as a rule, is conical, of 
ten-inch diameter at the base, corded 
round, and has a metal handle at the}

apex (see cut). The base is a flat 
cup onto wihch a pierced metal fun- 
nel is fitted, having the ignition de- 
ice and handle fitted at the top. 
The funnel is generally filled with 
thermit, which upon ignition gener- 
ates intense heat, and by the time of | 
the concussion has taken the form of | 
molten metal of the extraordinary 
high temperature of over five thou- 
sand degrees Fahrenheit. The molten 
metal is spread by the concussion. 
Outside the funnel is a padding of a 
highly inflammable or resinous mate- 
rial bound on with an inflammable | 
form of rope. The resinous material | 
creates a pungent smoke. 
There is generally some melted ! 
white phospkcrous in the bottom of | 
cap, which develops nauseous 
fumes. In some cases celluloid chip- 
pings dre added and occasionally a 
small quantity of petrol.

FOR PRESERVATION OF BIRDS 


Efforts to Be Made to Prevent the 
Heavy Mortality In Utah and 
California. 

The mortality of waterfowl near 
great Salt lake has attracted wide- 
spread interest in recent years, and 
there have been many speculations 
as to its cause. Thousands upon thou- 
sands of wild ducks, snipe, sandpipers 
and other birds have perished, and the 
situation is of more than local impor- 
tance, as immense numbers of birds 
stop in this region while migrating, 
and many of them succumb to the 
prevailing malady. A similar mortal- 
ity has been reported at Tulare and 
Owens lakes in California, and prob- 
ably occurs at many other points in 
the West. This, matter has recently 
been investigated by the U. S. bidlog- 
ical survey, which finds that in all 
probability the trouble is due to an 
alkaline poison, The birds probably 
sicken in the sheNow water bordering 
the mud flats. “As these flats dry af- 
ter high water, salts and alkalies crys- 
tallize on the*surface of the ground. 
Later pools from rain, or a steady 
wind blows the water over the flats; 
the highly soluble salts are taken up 
by the water; and birds feeding in 
the water thus charged are poisoned. 
Concentration of the salts. by evapora- 
tion in poorly drained pools leads to 
the same result. Measures for keep- 
ing the water fresh are the only rem- 
edy thus far indicated.—Scientific 

American. 


Overeating Leads to Drink. 

Henry Ford's theory that most per- 
sons eat too much and thereby not 
only waste a great deal of food but 
weaken their own bodies and under- 
mine their health, found indorsement 
at the hands of physicians of the navy. 
They declared that, fundamentally, the 
idea was sound; and that in most cases 


| the human system was compelled to 
| undergo the strain of digesting more 
| food than it needed; 


the result was 
that the excess was thrown off afid 
wasted. 

“Does overeating lead to overcon- 
sumption_of alcohclic liquors?” was 
asked. 

“Tindoubtedly,” was the reply; “too 


| much food is the cause of more physi- 


cal ailments than too much drink. The 
cocktail habit probably can be traced 
to a desire to eat more than is use- 
ful.” 

Surgeon General Gorgas believes 
that the poor do not get enough to 
eat and that the wealthy eat too much. 
He especially warns against the dan- 
gers of eating late at night. 


Flameless Powder, 

Airships equipped with machine 
guns run a certain degree of risk from 
an explosion caused by the flame at 
the muzzle of the gun. Hence, con- 
siderable study has been devoted to 
obviating this danger. This has been 
accomplished by a Young Florentine 
chemist named Guido Fei. He is said’ 
to have recently given a demonstra- 
tion beforé an Italian military com. 
mission of a new powder invented by 
him which burns without either flame 
or smoke and does not flare up on

RAISING A COW, 


There are over 21,000,000 dairy cows 
in the United States and these cows 
must be replaced every few years. 


| The cost of producing the heifers that 


will.keep up the supply is, therefore, 
a matter of great importance to 
dairymen. Recent investigations by 
the Department of Agriculture indi- 
cate that in good dairy sections it is 
profitable to raise only the _ best 
heifers and that, except on cheap land 
or under very favorable conditions, 
the raising of scrubs does not pay. 
On the other hand, the dairy farmer 
who raises well-bred stock finds a 
home market for the feeds grown on 
his farm, maintains the fertility of his 
land, and can ultimately dispose of his 
heifers at a profit. 

The Department's specialists found 
that in Wisconsin and in other dairy 
districts in the North and East where 
land and feed values are much the 
same, at the end of a year. it has-cost 
on an average of $39.53, to raise a 
dairy calf and at the end of two years, 
$61.41, Of this amount nearly two 
thirds was for food the market value 
of which was charged against the 
heifer. Labor formed about 12 per 
cent. of the total, and the remainder 
was charged against interest, equip- 
ment and the use of buildings, the 
share of the general expense for the 
entire farm business, and losses by 
death, ete. These items are usual- 
ly overlooked in estimating costs, but 
they must be met in some way. 

This estimated cost, of course, may 
be greatly reduced in sections where 
feed is very cheap or where pastures 
are available for the greater part of 
the year. In good dairy sections, 
however, well-bred heifers two years 
old are worth considerably more than 
$60 and, furthermore, it is difficult 
for dairymen to buy productive cows 
at a reasonable price. They are, 
therefore, more or less compelled to 
raise their own stock. In view of 
the expense of raising heifers at all, 
it is desirable that they should con- 
fine themselves to good stock.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION, 

A race to avoid being the last state 
in the Union to adopt compulsory ed- 
ucation laws is apparently under way 
in the Southern States, according to 
reports received at the United tSates 
Bureau of Education. There are now 
only three states without such laws, 
Florida having recently joined Texas 
and South Carolina in adopting com- 
pulsory education by legislative enact- 
ment. The three states still with- 
out such laws are Georgia, Mississippi 
and Alabama. 

Officials of the Bureau of Education 
pointed out that this year’s compul- 
sory educational legislation is part of 
a big educational advance all along the 
line. Nearly all the state legisla- 
tures were in session during 1915 and 
much of the educational discussion 
that has been going on for several 
years crystallized into law. The 
Alabama legislature has reconvened 
for the summer session and much 
school legislation will be discussed, 
The fact that the Alabama legislature 
does not meet again for four years 
makes it likely that Georgia and Mis- 
sissippi may get ahead of her in 
adopting compulsory education, un- 
less action is taken this year. 

Another point that the Bureau of 
Education remarks on is the fact that 
examinations for promotion in schools 
are going out of fashion. 

“Few schools now rely entirely up- 
yn examination as a test for promo- 
tion,” declared W. S. Deffenbaugh, 
chief of the division of school admin- 
istration of the U. S. Bureau of Ed- 
ucation, in his annual! review o 
school conditions in the smaller 
cities. 

“In some schools,” he said, “ex- 
aminations count one-half, while in 
others they count only one-fourth. It 
is now recognized that examinations 
are not true tests of the pupils ability 
to do the next grade’s work, and that 


a pupil should not be promoted on 
what he knows but on what 
he can do. Of 756 superinten- 


dents in the small cities, 669 say that 
they are now depending on examina- 
tion much less ‘than formerly.”

In*eresting to Archeologists, 

An archeological discovery of con- 
siderable interest has just been made 
Edinburgh, Scot- 
land. For some time workmen have 
been engaged in excavating the up- 
per square and causewaying it with 
whinstone. In the course of the op 
erations they came across certain 
well-defined foundations, which so far 
@s Can be ascertained, were not known 
to the present generation. The re- 
mains are directly in front of the por- 
tion. known as the Chapel Royal 
(which has long been used as an ar- 
mory), and they take the form of two 
lines of stones,.each line being about 
three feet in width. Nothing has been 
done to destroy the remains, the po 
sitions of which have been indicated 
by the linear arrangement of the sets 
above them. Several loca! archeolo- 
gists express the opinion that the two 
lines of stones form part of the 
foundations of the original Chapel 
Royal, supposed to have been founded 
about 1107,

A conference was held in the office 
ot Mayor Campbell at City Hall Wed- 
nesday evening between the Mayor 
and a committee of Paul Revere Post

The amount which the city can ap- 
propriate for this purpose is some- 
thing like $6,000 and it was estimated 
that it could be erected for $3,500 plus 
the cost of the land. The Mayor 
however submitted to the committee 
Wednesday evening the estimates 
which be had received. They varied 
somewhat but according to these es- 
timates the building could not be 
erected inside of the amount available.

Tokio, July 17, (By Mail)—Reports 
are arriving in Japan that parties of 
American tourists are being made up 
to visit Japan in November and at- 
tend the coronation of the Emperor, 
Japan has many attractions in Novem- 
ber when the maples are red, but 
Americans should be warned that see- 
ing the coronation will not be one of 
them. 

The ceremony is entirely 
taking piace from start to finish with- 
in the walls of the Imperial castle at 
Kyoto. The only foreigners who wil 
be admitted are the envoys extraordi- 
nary of foreign powers. In view of 
the iwar it ‘is expected that the Euro- 
pean countries will not send special 
envoys but will appoint the ambassa- 
dors and ministers resident here. 
Chairs will be provided for them in 
the great hall where the Emperor, af- 


private, 


shrine of his ancestors, will an- 
nounce himself to representatives of 
his subjects and of foreign nations. 
Those official personages alone will be 
permitted within the walls of the 
castle and only for this semi-public 
part of the eremony and for the ben- 
quet which will take place the follow- 
ing dav. 

There will be no processions which 
tourists might hope to record on their 
cameras andeneither influence nor dol- 
lars will open the closed doors of the 
castle. 

There will be of course, the sight 
of the Emperor and Empress arriving 
and departing by train, and Kyoto, al- 
ways a lovely city, will be filled with 
the bustle of uniformed and decorated 
persons coming and going. But to 
the Japanese mind it is profanity to 
regard the coronation as a spectacle 
{and foreigners in making their plans 
had better take into account the abso- 
jute certainty that they will see noth- 
ing more of the coronation than the 
walls of the building in which it is 
being held.

| A survey of financial conditions in 
j;New England Appears in the New 
| ngiand Letter for Aug. 16, issued by 
|the First National Bank of Boston. 
{An extract from the letter follows:— 
Although the first year of the Eutro- 
pean War is at an end, several of tie 
contending nations are still in a pre- 
paratory stage, while other countries 
are on-the verge of joining the con- 
| flict. Judging from the financial 
meesures which are being undertaken 
and from the prodigious volume ~ ci 
munitions being ordered, there is no 
likelihood of an early termination of 
hostilities., The workshops of this 
country which are adapted to the pur- 
pose are turning out enormous quan- 
tities of war supplies, while reports 
of additions and new factories are be- 
ee more and more frequent. it 
| seems clear that those concerns to 
which war orders mean simply an in- 
crease in the volume of their natural 
‘output are in for large profits. It is 
not so clear that concerns which are 
not skilled in the special manufactur- 
ing required can build new plants or 
adapt old ones and still make suffi- 
cientiy attractive profits. Certain if 
is, however, that our tremendous in- 
erease in foreign trade, chiefiy muni- 
tions, is beginning to have a stimulat- 
ing effect on domestic business. This 
stimulation has not as yet been re- 
flected in the statistical record, and 
the bank clearings for July for the 
whole country, excluding New York 
ye ity, were no better than a year ago.

GERMANY’S ANSWER, 

The captain of the Arabic claims 
that no warning was given his ship 
before she was torpedoed by the Ger- 
man submarine. If this is true and if 
American lives were lost or even en- 
angered Germany has given most 
emphatic answer to the latest Ameri- 
can note, disclaiming the right of the 
Kaiser's submarines to take the lives 
of neutral American citizens upon the 
seas. The American note was cour- 
teously framed but as all will remem- 
ber there was iron beneath the velvet. 
it was an ultimatum not a _ request, 
It has not become a question of whe- 
ther the United States Goes or does 
not want war with Germany. hi had 
become a question, if the report of the 
captain of the Arabic ig true, of main- 
taining or failing to maintain the ul- 
timatum. aad 

The sinking of the Arabic is a ser- 
fous matter. It brings war very close 
to the United States. What course the 
President will pursue remains to be 
seen but few can doubt that he wili 
feel impelled to vigorous action. In 
whatsoever measures he may adopt he 
is entitled to the support of all Amer- 
jcans of whatsoever birth, creed or 
party. The country is facing a great 
®risis and it should face it solemnly’ 
and thoughtfully.

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The demand for fruit and vegetables 
during the past week was unusually 
brisk, owing doubtless to improved 
weather conditions. The heavy rains 
the early part of the month did consid- 
erabie damage to the New England 
crops and for that reason garden truck 
was not So plentiful as it usually is at 
this season of the year. Undoubtedly 
a great deal of the damage done by the 
rains Can be repaired with another 
week of pleasant warm weather. 
Should this prove to be the case there 
will doubtless be a reduction in vege- 
tables of all kinds. 

There has been quite a littie flurry 
in potatoes, Jersey whites at one time 
commanding $1.25 per two-bushel bag. 
Top prices came late in the week. 
Since then there has been a general 
falling off until today prices for “Mur- 
phy’s” are about gn a level with ruling 
prices ten days ago. 

Shell and lima beans are quite plen- 
tiful and the prices which have been 
rather high have dropped somewhat 
and they are now more reasonable. 
There is a moderate supply of string 
beans in the market but they are daily 
srowing more scarce. Lettuce con- 
iinues high, for the reason that re- 
ceipts have not been up to the stan- 
dard. 

Tomatoes are getting to be rather 
more plentiful for the back yard gar- 
dens are beginning to yield their crop 
and as they are nice nad hard, they 
are in demand... They are not over 
plentiful, however, so the prices have 
net reached rock bottom. The present | 
outlook, however, is that tomatoes will! 
be more plentiful than last year and! 
when preserving time comes they will 
be very reasonable. 

On the other hand cucumbers are not 
very abundant. Cucumber vines which 
one day were-healthy looking, wither 
during the night and are gone. There 
is something very peculiar abont a cu- 
cumber vine, for while everybody rais- 
es the vegetable has the same _ exper- 
aes no one has seemed to advance a 
reason for the sudden withering up of 
the vines. 

Pickling cucumbers have begun to 
make their appearance, and the chan- 
ces are that there will be more of them 
in the markets this year than “usual, 
owing to the weather conditions. 

There is a good supply of Crosby 
sweet corn in the markets, aud the 
Gelden Orange variety, which of late 
years haS been in great demand, has 
begun to-arrive. Itis a little high, 
however, 30 and 35 cents a dozen being 
the general price asked. 

The price of oranges has gone up in- 
lo the air again although lemons con- 
tinue to be reasonable. Never per- 
haps have lemons been so plentiful and 
cheap as at the present time. One of 
the local markets was selling lemons 
the first of the week for 19 cents a doz- 
en and they were exceptionally good 
fruit at that. 

‘Peaches are very plentiful and con- 
tinue to be selling cheap. There area 
few Caiifornia pears in the market, but 
uo great supply has been received and 
prices are a little high. Cantaloupes 
of the Delaware variety are now in the 
umarkets but they are a little higher 
than the Maryland fruit that has been 
supplying the market. 

As for meats, the local markets are 
well supplied with @verything and the 
prices remain fully as high as _ they 
have been all summer. In fact local 
dealers do not report any changes in 
prices from last week. 

On the other hand fish is not only 
plentiful but cheap. ' The supply in the 
market is much larger than it has been 
and as a natural result prices have 
dropped. Large sized mackerel are 
scarce and are practically out of the 
market, for the tishermen operating off 
the Cape and along ‘Nova Scotia coast 
have not had a very good run of luck. 

Halibut is plentiful. Bluefish and 
swordfish are also. fairly plentiful. 
Large cod, although cheaper than a 
week ago, is still dear. . The receipts of 
ground fish have fallen off somewhat 
| this week. 

‘ Lobsters have gone up another cou- 
pie of cents a pound owing to tthe re- 
serve supply put away early in the sea- 
Son running low. Catches of new lob- 
sters while quite large have not been 
sufficient to meet the demand now that 
pleasant weather has put the beaches 
with their clambakes, with broiled 
lives on the map once more. 

According to newspaper reports the 
German submarine warfare has <s<er- 
iously interfered with fishing on_ the 
other side of the big pond and it does 
not look as though there would, be 
many Irish and Norway mackerel in 
the markets the coming winter.

Ex-Representaive Succumbs 
To Heart Trouble 


Ex-Representative John A. Hol- 
brook, one of the best known citizens 
or North Weymouth, died suddenly 
|Saturday afternoon at his home 93 
|Bay View street. Mr. Holbrook had 
begun to mow his lawn but not feel- 
ing well went into the house and sat 
in an arm chair. He expired 
jalmost immediately. Heart failure, 
superinduced by hardening of the ar- 
teries, is assigned as the cause of his 
death. 

He was born in North Weymouth, 
May 27, 1837, in the old “Gen. Lovell” 
house on Bridge street and was one 
of the first pupils to enter the Wey- 
mouth High school. After graduating 
he entered the Wellington college at 
Wraintree, He began the manufac- 
ture of boots and shoes in 1845 under 
the firm name of Bicknell & Holbrook, 
and later conducted the firm under 
nis own name until 1893 when he re- 
tired from. business. 

In 1888 he represented the Quincy- 
Weymouth district in the legislature 
as a Democrat, being the first repre- 
sentative of that party to be elected in 
many years.

ULTIMATE DEFEAT.

Amsterdam, Aug. 23—The Amster- 
dam Telegraas, not considered friend- 
ly to Germany, is authority for the 
story that the German chancellor and 


other government heads despair of 
German victory unless peace is se-} 
epred. 


Before the opening of the Reich- 
stag Dr. Hellfreich, secretary of the 
imperial treasury, and Chancellor Von 
8ethman-Hollweg called German poli- 
tical leaders into conference | 
and told them the Germans plight. 

The Reichstag leaders were urged 
to “soft pedal” annexation talk in 
the Reichstag and support peace dis- 
cussion. Dr. Hellfreich was quoted 
as saying that the pew German war 
loan would exhaust the nation’s re- 
sources and that an early peace was 
needed.

Driven by hunger and thirst, 
such a ghost might roam about and 
fasten on any one with whom it had 
had relations in this life, and it would 
plague him until he performed the 
rites that could give it peace. It was 
mainly to lay the ghost and prevent it 
from “haunting” that the Babylonians 
were scrupulous in performing the due 
burial rites.—London Times,

iealth. The use of such powders, 
in addition to the possible injury to 
health encourages uncleanly or care 
less work in canning. Reliance is 
placed in the efficacy of the preser 
ving compound instead of upon clean 
iiness and heat. 

The Department has issued bulle- 
ins that give specific directions for 
he preserving and canning of fruits 
ind vegetables without the use of pre- 
serving powders or canning com 
jounds. These bulletins may be ob- 
tained without cost from the Depart 
nent of Agriculture, Application 
should be made for Farmers’ Bulle 
‘in, No. 203 on Canned Fruit, Pre- 
serves, and Jellies, and No. 421 on 
Canning Tomatoes ab Home and in 
‘Inb Work.

Mrs. A. J. George, field secretary ay 
the Women's Anti-Suffrage Assorcia- 
tion of Massachusetts, and one of the 
ablest exponents of anti-suffrage doc- 
trine in the country, had a series of 
banner meetings among the natives 
and summer folk of Nantucket and 
Dukes counties durng the past week 
These alleged strongholds of suffrage 
turned out en masse to hear Mrs. 
George and gave her a tremendous 
reception.” 

Most of the suffrage sentiment 
down there, Mrs. George found, was 
due to a feeling among the women 
that it was not fair that the Portu- 
guese and Bravas could vote, while 
they paid the taxes, But when she 
reminded them that if women got the 
ballot Mrs. Portuguese and Mrs, Brava 
and Miss Portuguese and Miss Brava 
would also be enfranchised, they 
saw the matter In a new light. 

At one of her meetings in Vineyard 
Haven a suffragist interrupted Mrs. 
George and attempted to make a 
speech “to correct a false impresson.“ 
Mrs. George quietly informed her 
that there were two traditional rights 
dear to the hearts of the American 
people—the right of free speecb and 
the right of free assembly. 

“I never knew of a meeting ar 
ranged by suffragists in an assembly 
hall being interrupted by an anti-suf 
fragist,” she said, “but the reverse 
is offen true, and I want the men 
here to take notice and ask them 
selves whether this is an indication of 
what may be expected in politics if 
women get the vote.” 

The audience arose, threw caps in 
the air, and cheered and yelled for 
Mrs. George The suffragist was 


forced to sit down. Mrs. George 
then informed her that she might ask 
a question if she so desired. But

@ie audience shouted its disapproval 
and crowded to the front to

the menace of the “uneasy woman,” 
who would, by appealing to the chiv- 
alry of men, force the women of state 


tnd nation into political strife. 
The “uneasy woman” once had a 
reason for uneasiness Away back 


in 1848, when the first woman’s 
rights convention was held in Seneca 
Falls, New York, some of the griev- 
ances mentioned by the uneasy wom- 
en were real grievances. But the 
uneasy woman of that day went the 
wrong way about redressing these 
grievances just as the uneasy woman 
of today is going the wrong way 
about redressing any grievances that 
may now exist. 

She put the emphasis on the hal- 
lot, declaring that not until woman 
was enfranchised could the wrongs 
of women be righted: in other words, 
that they would never be righted un- 
til women righted them through tke 
ballot box. 

Put every grievance 
mentioned in that original Declara- 
tion of Sentiments at Seneca Falls 
has been redressed by men, without 
the aid of women’s vote. 

Every wrong that woman suffered, 
as soon as it was called to the atten- 
tion of men, was righted by the votes

ot men. The only “grievance” men- 
tioned in the Declaration of Senti- 
ments that has not been redressed is 


that involved in the demand of a 
comparatively few of the “uneasy” 
women for the “instrument” without 
which they declared their grievances 
would never be redressed! 

Let the voter think this over care- 
fully, because it shows the fallacy of 
the whole woman suffrage movement. 

Suffragists demand the ballot on 
the ground that without it women 
cannot get their rights.

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WOMAN SUFFRAGE 
AKD PROHIBITION 


NO CONNECTION BETWEEN THE 
TWO SAY LEADING SUFFRA- 
GISTS. 


(By Mrs. A. J. George.) 


Mrs. J. O. Miller, president of the 
Equal Franchise Federation of Pitts- 


burg, speaking at a political 
gathering recently, denied, according 
to the Pittsburg Sun, that woman 
suffrage had anything to do with 
prohibition. 

“The suffrage party,” said Mrs. 


Miller, “is a party apart from any 
other party. For one thing there is 
an impression that the Prohibition 
party owns the Suffrage party. This 
is erroneous. Upon the other hand, 
there are those who have been con- 
fused into believing that all suffra- 
vists favor prohibition. 

"The truth of the case is that 
some prohibitionists do and some do 
not favor the enfranchisement of 
women, and some suffragists favor 
prohibition and some are opposed to 
it. Each party is confident that its 
cause will stand upon its own mer- 
its. In other words, neither the pro- 
hibition nor the suffrage party desires 
to come into its own under a mort- 
gage of promises and pledges.” 

This is directly in line with what 
-Miss Minnie Mulry and other suff- 
rage speakers have been telling the 
hrewery workers in Massachusetts. 
Speaking before the Springfield brew- 
ery workers recently, according to 
the Springfield Republican, Miss Mul- 
ry said: 

“We are not interested in the fight 
of the prohibitionists or any other 
movement. We beliéve the liquor 
problem is an issue with which wo- 
men working for recognition in poli- 
tics have absolutely nothing to do. 
The prohibition question must be 
ihreshed out in the business world 
on the efficiency basis.” 

Mrs. Abigail Seott Duniway, known 
as “the mother of suffrage in Wash- 
ington, Oregon and Idaho,” and a 
warm friend of the president of the 
Massachusetts Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation, calls the  prohibitionists 
“pirates,” and has no use for the 
Ww. C. T. U., according to the San 
Francisco Chronicle of July 15. At 
an international congress of wine 
producers.in San Francisco on July 
14 Mrs. Duniway said that once a 
month enough wine could be import- 
ed into prohibition Oregon to float a 
battleship. She closed her remarks 
with the statement that she had no 
patience with those who “depend on 
nm pussy-wussy piece of white rib- 
bon for protection from themselves.” 

Mrs, Duniway made these caustic 
a woman suffrage city 
which has 2500 saloons—five times 
as many as the city of Boston, which 
is one-third larger than the city of 
San Francisco. She also made it tn 
a state which has had woman suff- 
rage since 1911, but which in 1914, 
defeated prohibition with the aid o” 
women’s votes by nearly 200,000 
majority. 

These facts ought to be a revela- 
tion to those good men and women 
whd have been led by suffragists to 
believe votes for women will mean 
the. end of the saloon in this state. 
For it is no longer a profound secret 
that while some suffrage speakers are 
detailed to reassure the brewery 
workers, others are detailed to promise 
prohibitionists that “votes for wo- 
men” will mean the fruition of their 
temperance hopes. 

All the facts prove that the tem- 
perance tail to the suffrage kite is 
a tail added solely for the purpose 
of catching the unwary vote.

SANITATION OF A CAMP. 


A summer camp is @ device for 
seeking health and pleasure without 
modern conveniences. Campers are 
persons who of their own volition, or 
through the enticement of others, re- 
vert to priimtive modes of extsten¢ 
and ostensibly obtain enjoyment 
therefrom. Both,.place and persons 
then favor the development of irreg- 
ularities, encourage more or less ir- 
responsibility and lead to immedia'e 
In this there is no harm 
However one 


wildness. 
and often much good. 
thing should not he forgotten—the ar- 
rangements. Allow the “animals” to 
break loose once more for the season- 
al enjoyment, but by all means have 
the camp sanitary so that in their 
wildness they will do no barm. 

For, be it remembered that he who 
selects a suitable site, pitches his tent 
or builds his hut in a proper manner, 
examines his food, and protects him- 
self from his natural enemies, is a 
wise camper indeed. 

The camp site is important. Se- 
lect high ground where the breezes 
blow and the drainage is good. Only 
a veritable amateur will occupy the 
space where another camp has been, 
for the filth, the flies and the food 
remnants are probably still there. 
Seek another location. If you are not 
satisfied, move; you probably haven't 
leased the premises and you ought not 
to put up with faulty conditions. 

The water supply should be pure. 
The source should be known and 
proved to be uncontaminated and if 
there is the slightest suspicion of its 
quality it should not be used without 
boiling. This is a practicable and 
easy method of rendering any water 
safe for consumption. A second me- 
thod is by the use of bleaching pow- 
ger. Add a teaspoon of chloride of 
lime to one pint of water and keep in 
a well stoppered bottle. A teaspoon- 
ful of this solution should be placed 
in two gallons of the water to be 
treated and after standing for thirty 
minutes it is then absolutely safe for 
consumption. 

Guard against insects of all varie- 
ties; many are not alone tormenting 
but disease carriers as well. Screen 
the cabin, the tent, or the hut—even 
the most primitive people protect 
themselves in this manner. Flies fre- 
quently spoil an otherwise successful 
camping trip. Remember that they 
breed in manure and filth and that the 
camper himself is therefore often re- 
sponsible for their presence. Make 
the handy man clean up and keep the 
ground policed. A little borax add- 
ed to the manure or filth inhibits the 
deyelopment of the larvae and should 
be in every outfit. Watch the mosqui- 
toes. They carry tn their sting more 
jthan a temporary annoyance. See 
‘that the campfire conveys a 
smudge at night. Oil 
and screen the sleeping place if you 
have not forgotten to put a few yards 
of netting in your kit. Anoint your- 
self. There are really a few prepar-

WHO PAYS HER SALARY? 


Miss Charlotte Rumbold’s Request Re- 
fused Because She Is Not a Voter. 
Miss Churlotte Rumbold, 

of recreation in St. Louis, has been re- 

fused a salary by the St. Louis city 
futhers, has rejected the offer of the 
women to have her salary made up by 
donations from the City club and hus 
resigned her position. She believes the 
workman is worthy of his hire. 

She believes that a workwoman 1s 
worthy of her hire also—that is, she 


} thinks that salaries should be paid ac- 


cording to the task and not according 


t» the sex of the worker. 
She brought the municipal play- 


und recreation factlities of St. 
their present standard, 
which is the boast of St. Louis. ‘The 
work has grown from one piayground— 
instituted, by tae way, by the Wednes- 
day club (of women)—tQ many 
2rounds. The first was fiven on the 
condition that some woman approved 
by the Wednesday club be put in 
charge of it. Now there is an entire 
system of recreation grounds serving 
nearly every part of the city. 

Miss Rumbuold has not taken a vaca- 
tion since she begun work. Recently, 
however, she asked that her salary “be 
raised to what it is reasonably worth 
as. miasured by salaries paid for simi- 
lar work in other cities.’ This the 
hoamd of aldermen decided it could 
not do because “Miss Rumbold fs not 
a Voter. The taxes of the city are 
paid by mon, not women,” said the 
board, aud that fact governed it in 
refusing Miss Rumboid’s request, 

The wonen of St. Loufs sat up then 
and begun to take notice. They asked 
each other: “How about this question 
of taxes? Do we not pay them?’ 
These are some of the things they have 
found out about themselves: 

The state of Missouri has between 
a third und one-half as many single 
women paying an income tax as it has 
single men. “Of the 9,500 married men 
who. pay income taxes, do not their 
wives share in this payment?’ they 
usked the wives. The wives uttered 
just one word—“Yes.” 

St. Louis eyt of its 350,000 women 
permits nearly 75,000 to work as wage 
earners for the increase of its wealth. 
“Where do these women belong in the 
city’s economic development?’ asked 
the roused St. Louis women. 

Out of all the great number of house- 
keepers in the city who pay taxes in- 
directiy on sverything their househokis 
eat and wear, who save out of their 
household budgets for the tax col- 
demands, only 47 receive 
wages—that is, less than 1,000 house- 
keepers are counted self supporting. 

Now the women of St. Louis are 
gathering themselves into a Woman 
Voter league, and it is said that some

the oven. 
| Besides biscuits there are, numerous 
} kinds of griddle cakes and batten: 
| breads, including those utilizing cold | 

hominy or cold rice, for which sour 
milk und the proper proportion of soda 
| is to be preferred to sweet milk and 

,any brand of baking powder. There 
i are also two varieties of sour milk pies 
}and two kinds of sour milk raised 
i bread. In one of these cornmeal is 
| used, and it is called corn light bread. 
| Doughnuts and gingerbread are al- 
|mmost exclusively made with sour milk. 
| In the genuine jolmnycake baking 
| powder is not to be thought of. Only 
‘sour miik with the cream well beaten 
in should be used for wixing the meal 
before the beaten eggs are stirred in. 
Such a johnnycake will be eatable at 
the end of seven days if kept in a dry 
receptacle, Of course it must be thor- 
oughly cooled before being set away. 

For wafiles the southern cook re- 
fuses any substitute for sour milk with 
a pinch of soda, which, being measur- 
ed, means an even teaspoonful of suda 
“to euch pint of thick seur milk, To 
| get the best results watiles, both light 
| und crisp, the eggs must first be beaten 
| light, then the milk in which the soda 
| has been thereughly dissolved beaten 
jin. After this comes the flour, also 
, beaten in until the batter is light both 
‘in color and weight. 

Sour milk salad dressing when prop- 
erly mixed and cooked cannot be dis- 
tinguished from that in which sweet 
milk is used. The same is the case 
with sour milk ice cream and of fruit 
cake, Chocolate gingerbread, choco- 
late. crullers and coffee squures are all 
improved by the use of sour milk. So 
are sugar cookies und all of the fruit 
breads in which graham flour is used. 

The one and only secret of using 
sour milk in cooking is getting the 
soda in the right proportion. For thick 
sour milk an even teaspoonful of seda 
is sufficient for a pint of milk. Where 
the milk is thin, which means that 
more of the curd has been eaten up by 
the whey, slightly more soda should 
be allowed.

| Chicken Shortcake.

again and mixed with mayonnaise. 
Serve the shortcake hot and as quick- 
ly as possilie garnish with sprays. of 
parsley drawn through thin slices. of 
jlemon. This is a rich, but most satis- 
fying dinner dish.

Scrape small new potatoes and stew 
with a small piece of meat. When 
done drop in dumplings made of one 
eupful of flour to which has been add- 
ed one teaspoonful of baking, powder 
and one teaspoonful of salt, with 
enough sweet milk added to make a 
vtiff batter.

ail matters where the baby is con-, 
cerned, and she will realize that if a' 
high wind !s blowing dust about or a 
sudden storm comes up and the tem-: 
perature drops many degrees in a few i 
moments the baby should be taken in, 
or protected from a chill by suitable 
elothing and wraps, \ 

The young baby may be taken out 
when he is two weeks old for half an 
hour if the weather is warm and pleas- 
ant, gradually lengthening the time he | 
slays out. Remember that the baby’s 
eyes are very seusitive and must al- 
ways be carefully shielded, not only 
from the, sun, but also from direct 
tight. Babies are often wheeled about 
in their carriages staring directly up 
futo the sky. ‘Try it yourself for a 
few moments and you will realize the 
«ruelty to the baby, who may not even - 
be able to relieve this strain on the 
eyes by turning his head to one side. 

When the baby is sent out with a 
nurse she should be instructed on this 
point and also how long she fs to keep 
the baby out and be warned of the 
danger of allowing strangers to play 
| with him or kiss him, 


The carriage outing should not be re 
|} garded as giving the baby enough 
fresh air for the day. In addition to 
this he should live on the porch in 
suitable weather. If jt is necessary to 
bring him in the windows and doors 
thould be opened, screening them as 
suggested In a previous article. 

The baby should sleep at night in a 
well ventilated bedroom, in a bed by 
himself and if possible in a room by 
himself. Keep the doors and windows 
open. Do not be afraid of the old su- 
perstition of the “night air.” 

The fear of the night air likely came 
from the fact that it used to be thought 
that malarial poisons arose ,in the 

before it was known that this 


disease is only carried about by mos- 
quitoes, which fiy chiefly after night- 
fall. 

In malarial regions screens are indis- 
pensable. If the house is provided 
with a screened sleeping porch there is 
no reason why the baby should not 
sleep out at night after he is three 
months old, provided. of course, be is 
carefully protected. Babies thus taught 
from the beginning of life to enjoy the 
open air will be far less sensitive than 
otherwise and much less likely to suf- 
fer from colds and similar troubles as 
the} grow older. ‘

ENGLAND'S WORK 
AT DARDANELLES

Sophia, Bulgaria, July 30 (By Mail) 
—Governmental, diplomatic and mili- 
tary circles generally throughout the 
Balkans have become pessimistic to 
an extreme; degree regarding the suc- 
cess of the’ Allies’ campaign against 
the Dardanelles. .

Chino, Cal., Aug. 26—Vigilantes, | 
feature of California life in the “old 
days” made their appearance here lit- 
erally overnight when a gang of fire- 
bugs tried to destroy the city recently. : 

Several haystacks simultaneously | 
burst into flames. Then houses on op- | 
posite sides of town began burning. | 
When men hastened to fight one blaze | 
another, far away, reddened the sky. | 

The vigilantes appeared, There} 
was ho call for them, no organization, 
but in a few minutes an orderly crowd | 
gathered in the middle of town, well 
armed. A search was’ begun. Sen- 
tries were posted. One of them 
caught the aronists sneaking up to a 
haystack, and opened fire with a 
rifle. 

The gangsters fied. Shortly other 
vigilantes took up the trail, and pur- 
sued*the fugitives in an automobile. | 
When bullets began flying the gaso- 
line in the vigilantes’ machine peceshe:| 
exhausted, and the firebugs escaped | 
in a fast motor. | 

But the scare was ended. The vigi- 
lantes quietly patrolled the city. 
They lurked, silent shadows, In many 
a dark corner. Every person on the} 
streets was sharply challenged and | 
forced to explain himself. | 

The arson squad's handiwork was 
very apparent all through town how- 
ever, in blackened fields, heaps of de- 
bris and tangles of charred beams 
that had once been homes. 

Authorities are at a loss to find a 
motive for the terrorist campaign. 
The firebugs vanished as quickly as 
they appeared. Had it not been for 
the armed volunteers the whole town 
of Chino would have been laid waste, 
in the opinion of many residents.

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BULGARIA MAY.CONTROL. 


By HENRY. WOOD, 
(United Press Staff Correspondent.) 

Sophia, Bulgaria, Aug. 2 (By Mail) 
—From the spick and span,-but none 
the less. modest little Balkan capital, 
Sophia las become the center of the 
~orld’s greatest ‘obby. and the lobby 
for the greatest thing is the world—- 
yictory-in the present war, 

Rye the vicissimées of the 
treat Karopean conflict and 
peculiar geographical position Bul- 
garia has come more than any one 
other to hold an influence over the fu- 
turg destinies of Europe: 

Were Buigaria sudderly to join, the 
Allies; and-falting on the back of 
Yursey capture Coastactinople from 
the rear, the Allies could at last pass 
the Dardan¢lies and carry to Russia 
the heip in supplies and munitions 
that might quickly turn the whole 
current of war in their favor. 

If Bulgaria continues. neutral, the 
possibility of the capture of Constan- 
tinople from the Chatalja line is re- 
i soved al the eventual passage of 
the Dardanelles if not rendered im- 
possible will be so indefinitely de- 
iuyed as to enable Germany in the 
meantime to follow up her successes 
agninst. Russia and tupn the whole 
current of the war in*her favor. 

This, at least, is the way the great 
j{uropean powers now involved in 
the conflict view the situation and 
that is why the lobby is here. 

In Europe they do not call it lobby- 
ing. It passes under the more polite 
term of diplomacy. In reality, how- 
éver, there is not a method nor a tac- 
tic known to the most common or the 
most distinguished ]cbbyist. at Wash- 
ington or any American. state capita] 
that is not being used to win over the 
various members of the. Bulgarian 
‘cabinet, the members of, parliament, 
the political leaters, the heads of the 
army. and eyen Czar Ferdinand, the 
Queen and the crown prince them- 
selves. It may be that diplomacy and 
lobbying are merely the European 
and American terms for the one and 
the same thing or it may be that the 
‘issue at stake is so great that the 
exalted and dignified diplomacy of 
Purope has been reduced to the meth- 
ods and practices of the vulgarest 
and most common of American lobby- 
ists. 

The lobby is naturally divided into 
two great camps, that of Germany, 
Austria and Turkey, and. that of 
I’rance, England, Russia, Italy and 
Serbia. To the regularly accredited 
diplomatic representatives of these 
countries there has been added a 
whole army of special diplomatic and 
other agents, every one of whom has 
heen selected with an eye to his spe- 
ciai qualifications either for winning 
over some special individual or for} 
wielding some especial influence on 
the Bulgarian government as a whole. 

Roth camps have now made. more 
or less concrete propositions to Bul- 
garia.. Germany, Austria and Tur- 
key haye told her that if she will re-

TEST FOR JELLY, 

Here is a perfectly simple method 
for determining, when friut syrup has 
reached ,the “jell point.” It has 
been largely a.matter of guess work

chemists recommend as a sure test: — 
Make a thin, flat stick or a small 
paddle, about an inch broad, and 
whittle this down to a straight edge 
Dip the paddle or stick into the jelly 
mixture and remove it. Hold the 
end down, and if the mixture has 
reached the jelling point it will be 
noticed that the liquid will not drip 
off in drops, but will flake off—that 
is, a strip ofAjelly will fall off from 
the paddle in one mass.

LOBSTERS GROW SLOWLY. 


According to the report, of the com- 
missioners of fisheries, game and for- 
ests of the State of New York, lobsters 
grow very slowly, and when eating 
lobsters we are consuming the produc- 
tion of several years’ development, 
says The Spectator. From two inches 


to three inches is the maximum 
growth of the first year. In two 
years this has increased to five 


inches or seven inches if food is plen- 
tiful. At the end of five years the 
lobster may be ten inches long. It 
is also fairly certain that the »fe- 
male lobster only lays eggs once in 
two years because it moults in the al- 
ternate years, and has no spare en- 
ergy left for reproduction. In lob- 
ster-catching circles there is consid- 
erable doubt as to the age to which 
the creatures may possibly live. There 
seems no particular reason why a lob- 
ster should ever die of old age, though 
if often finds it difficult to escape its 
enemy, the large cuttlefish, which 
crushes and eats it wherever. it may 
be, even in its own hole in the rocks, 
But there is no doubt that they do die 
of old age, because they have been 
found in articulo mortis apparently 
for no other reason. It is well 
known that sea animals often come 
to the shore when ill or dying. Not 
long ago a very large and very old 
lobster was found in a shallow pool 
off the Lincolnshire coast, evidently 
dying of general decay. It was cov- 
ered with sea shells and parasites, and 
was blind and very feeble. The Isle

Birthplace of John Adams, secona 
president of the United States, Frank- 
lin Street. House built in 1681 and 
restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. 

Birthplace of John Quiney Adams, 
sixth president of the United States, 
Franklin Street. [House built in 1716 
and restored in 1896 by Quincy His 
torival Society. 

Abigail Adams Cairn, Penns Hill, off 


Franklin Street. This marks the 
spot from which Abigail Adams and 
her son, John Quincy, watched the 


smoke of the battle of Bunker Hill. 

First Parish Church, (Unitarian), 
at Quincy centre. Under this Stone 
Temple John and John Quincy Adams 
are buried.

“Every 
dump in the city has had the atten- 
tion of the Board of Heaith many 
times during the year, yet as sodn as} 
the inspector’s back is turmed, some | 
of these same remonstrants and mary 
citizens and business houses in the 
vicinity of the dump pile the grounds 
with unsightly rwbbish, including old 
mattresses, spring, corsets, furniture, 
clothing, bottles, medicine and de- 
cayed vegetables and meat.” 

Hie states the people have been 
asked assist in the crusade for the 
betterment of the health of Quincy 
and that some have assisted. Others, 
he charges, have net and action will 
¢ forthcoming immediately unless the 
proper cooperation develops. 

The letter to the Board of Health 
follows: 

To the Board of Health, 

Quincey. Mass. 
Gentlemen :— 

I have just completed a tour of the 
city for the purpose of inspecting the 
various public and private dumps. You 
will recall that on several oceasions 
sarly in the year this matter hud the 
consideration of the Board and my- 
self, and both time and money was 
expended in clearing and making the 
places at least presentable. Not on- 
ly was this done by your Board for 
the sake of appearances and benefit 
generally of the immediate community, 
but for one most iniportant reason— 
that of public health. 

I find however, much to my re- 
great, that the work done by your 
Board has not been fully appreciated 
and that notwithstanding the constant 
stream of. protests of various districts 
concerning the condition of these 
dumps, those same districts have al- 
towed the work of your Board to go 
for naught. L) 

1 therefore request that you give this 
yery important sanitary matter your 
immediate consideration, and that you 
use every possible means to cause 
the arrest of the violators of this 
most important health work of our 
city.

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THE GOVERNORS’ CONFERENCE. 

A photograph in a Boston paper 
showed the governors in the military 
parade and the lines of admiring 
spectators viewing all this guberna- 
torial glory. Among the spectators 
were men, women and children who 
looked hungry and poorly clad. A 
reader has commented upon this fact 
and has pointed ou: thet the money 
which was required to entertain the 
governors would have gone a long 
way toward feeding and clothing these 
unfortunate people. 

Money sometimes can be more ad- 
vantageously employed than in direct 
charity. We believe the governors’ 
conference is a valuable institution 
and we do not begrudge the money it 
costs the state of Massachusetts to 
take her turn in entertaining the ex- 
ecutives of the other states. 

The governors of the other states 
may have gained sume ideas from 
their visit to Massachusetts which can 
be utilized in their own domains to 
great advantage. Massachusetts may 
bave gained some information which 
she could adopt with profit. A “tip” 
might come from a visit to another 
state which would result in measures 
for the relief of the poor, for example, 
which would more than repay the ex- 
pense of entertainment at the confer- 
ence which closed Friday. 

The cultivation of friendly feelings 
between the executives of the various 
states of the Union is likely to be of 
great value. The American Govern- 
mént is peculiar in {ts division be- 
tween federal and state control. All 
poWers not expressly delegated to the 
national government are reserved by 
the states. 
those powers in different ways, pass 
different laws, which sometimes con- 
flict. The interchange of ideas be- 
tween governors of one state and an- 
other should slowly bring about a 
greater harmony of laws. One state 
gradually will be likely to adopt those 
things which in another state have 
proved worthy of adoption. Thus the 
nation as a whole will reap an ulti- 
mate benefit. 

There Was a time when the pos- 
session of the office of United States 
senator seemed to have become one 
of the stepping stones te the Presi- 
dency. Lately, as in the case of the 
present incumbent of the White House, 
the gubernatorial chair has seemed to 
be a better avenue of advance to the 
office of the chief executive. It is 
well for the people of the nation to 
become better acquainted with their 
governors, to see them assembled in 
conference, to read of what they do 
and what they say, to balance one 
against the other as they could not do 
so easily nor so thoroughly if there 
were ho governors’ conference,

STREET MERCHANTS, 


The question is often raised in 
towns and cities as to why pedlars 
are allowed to use the streets 


and come into competition with tle 
regular tradesmen. The latter are 
located permanently. They pay taxes 
to support the government in its care 
of the streets, public schools, fire de- 
partment. and so-forth. -Their stores 
are open rainy days, as well as when 
the weather is pleasant. They are 
here for the convenience of people 
every day in the week, when anything 
is required by the local trade. It is 
annoying to them and not entirely 
fair to have the street corners and 
doorways of unoccupied buildings tak- 
en up by street fakirs, who gather 
in the dimes and quarters that should 
be spent among the legitimate trades- 
men. The Chamber of Commerce has 
taken note of this, what may be 
termed an evil, and the attention of 
the licensing depariment called _ to it. 
There is not a single thing that is re- 
quired by a family or an individual 
for domestic or personal adornment 
that cannot be purchased in the stores 
of Lynn. Why, then, should street ped- 
lars be allowed to secure the trade 
that should go to established dealers? 
There may be and probably are, some 
exceptions where license to sell in the 
street should be given, as for instance 
the blind or the otherwise disabled, 
but the crowd of fakirs that assemble 
here on Saturdays should not be en- 
couraged. Business men pay taxes. 
They respond to calls for aid in a hun- 
dred ways that~help out local chari- 
ties or plans for the pleasure of the 
people. In neither of these « direc- 
tions is the street pedlar a contribu- 
tor. It is noi more than just and 
right that the regular business hou- 
ses should not be obliged to meet the 
competition of the non-paying street 
pediar.—lynn Item.

gian, and the Mountby, British. 

Of these newly chartered ships, 
but two have been prebiously in the 
Commission’s servise the Blfland and 
the Overdale and for the first time 
since its organization the Commission 
has chartered ships flying the Gree 
Norwegian and Dutch flags. The 
Zuiderdijk, of the Hol'and-Americ n 
uine, was the firs:, Dutch ship, and 
the Oostdiik is a fuirly large vessel 
of the same line. The Otto Sverdru, 
is the first Norwegian ship to be 
chartered. 

The Andreas, nearly 9,000 ton car- 
*o capacity, left Piraeus, 
August 5, and ut 1 fair rate of speed 
of twelve Knots an hour should be 
able tc make the voyage of 4,700 
miles by August 4, to * Deleware 
Breakwater. From there she wil! 
be sent to. New York and will take on 
a general cargo.

August 21, but the loading port 
has not yet been decided on. The 
Oostdijk will sail from Rotterdam 
tor Key West August 28 and will 
receive loading orders there. She 


will go to some Gulf port, where 
she is due about September 14. The 
Otto Syerdrup will sail from Chris- 
tiania, Norway, for Montreal, and is 
due about the middle of September. 

The voyage of the Andreas, 4,700 
miles, is with but few exceptions the 
longest ever made by one of the Com 
mission’s ships in ballast. Last fall 
a vessel was’ chattered from Hon 
Kong and sailed from there to Seatle 
where she took her cargo for Bel- 
gium. But few ships have sailed from 
Mediterranean ports. Of the ships 
now loading in this country, the ®I- 
fland reached Galveston recently 
where she.is scheduled to take on 
a wheat cargo. The Mohacsfield is 
pow at Montreal and will also load 
with wheat, and the Overdale is en 
route from Rotterdam for New York 
and is due at this port August 27. 


There are now twelve ships fly- 
ing the flag of the Commission, and 
their ‘total tonnage is 79,450 tons. 


Two charters have been renewed, 
and these bring the cargo capacity to 
91,500 tons for fourteen ships. In 
the greatest stress for foud in Bel- 
gium the Commission had at one 
time fifty-two ships under its flag 
and present indications are that as 
many, if not more, will be needed 
during e coming fall and winter. 

Of the new ships now awaiting car- 
goes in United States ports, the 
Zuiderdijk completed its loading at 
Weehawken, N. J., August 18, and 
salied for Rotterdam. The Mohacs- 
field is at Montreal awaiting a cargo 
of 8,000 tons of wheat. The Elfand 
sailed August 17 from Key West to 
Galveston and will at once take on 
a wheat carro at that port. 

With the ew ships under charter 
it is apparent that the Comniission 
anticipates an early demand for 
large increase in its food ships and 
greater need’ than ever of the part 
of the Belgans, between whem and 
stervation it has now stood for near- 
ly ‘2 year.*

HIDDEN WEALTH. 
Why It Is Aiways Wise to Analyze the 
Earth When Digging. 
Material thrown up by burrowing 
animals or exposed in digging or plow- 
ing, and, of course, railway cuttings 
or any excavations, should be carefully 
examineg for the presence or indica- 
tions of useful minerals, Fallen stones, 
especially carried down by rivers, 
should be carefully inspected, and if 
any stones of a promising character 
such as vein rock, which are known as 
' shode stones, be found, the inspection 
should be continued up the river or 
the valley. The main may be many 
| miles or only a few feet away from 
| where the stones that belong to the 
vein now are. 
| A vein rock usually is of a different 
degree of hardness to the surrounding 
rock. It is harder than the surround- 
‘ing materials. In weathering the out- 
| crop is marked by projecting masses of 
‘rocks or depressions, which may be 
followed by the eye for some distance 
marking a vein. 
These outcrops should be examined 
to see if they contain any useful mip- 


eral or indications of them. If the 
outcrop presents a spongy looking 
mass, stained with dark and other 


hues of brown, it gives a favorable in- 
dication. This material is called gos- 
san and is a favorable indication of 
rich minerals lying underneath.—Chi- 
cago Herald.

the valves in the veins that Harvey 
discovered the circulation of the blood. 
He was curious to know whai these 
valves were for, and, finding that they 
all pointed in the same direction, he 
could think of no reason for their ex- 
istence unless it might be to prevent 
the blood from flowing backward, 

Placing a ligature on his arm, he 
found that one set of vesselS, the ar- 
teries, became distended with blood on 
the side nearest to the heart, while 
the veins became distended with blood 
on the side farthest from the heart. 
This to him meant only that the blood 
flowed from the heart through the ar- 
teries and back to the heart through 
the veins. It also explained the beat- 
ing of the heart and the throbbing of 
the pulses. 

But the medical and surgical world 
received this epoch making discovery 
with scorn. Harvey published a book 
on his discovery, and his practice fell 
off considerably. Doctors scoffed, and 
the public looked on him-as a crank. 
{t was a guarter of a century after 
the book appeared before the discovery 
was accepted by the learned men of 
the world.—New York World 


The Dumb Waiter. 

The value of the old fashioned labor 
saving device, the dumb waiter, cannot 
be exaggerated. Instead of carrying 
up the many, many things that daily 
have to come trom the cellar they are 
placed on the dumb waiter. No energy 
is wasted, and one trip will save three. 
It serves the place also of the more 
modern linen chute. The linen chute 
is not to be tabooed, for it has its uses, 
but it fs practicaliy wasting space to 
have both it and the dumb waiter. In 
many houses the dumb waiter stops 
short at the second floor—the reason 
why has never been discovered—or 
sometimes it starts at the first floor 
instead of in the cellar, another enig 
ma. This is as impractical as it would 
be to have the sidewalk end before it 
reaches the house. It simply doesn't 
answer the purpose for which it was 
fntended.—Woman’s Home Companion 


Buddha. 

The origin of Buddhism, which ranks 
jn numbers among the great religions 
of the world, is wrapped in much un- 
certainty, and the personality of its 
founder is more or less obscure. It is 
generally believed that Buddha was a 
prince of a petty Indian nation and 
that he was born about the beginning 
of the fifth century before Christ. He 
was named Siddhartha and was alsu 
known as Sakya, his family name. 
The title of Buddha, which was given 
him, means “the enlightened.” He 
spent many years in study and soli- 
tary meditation and finally evolved the 
philosophy which he preached for over 
forty years in northern India. He was 
about eighty when he died.—Youth's 
Companion. 


THE MAN WHO LAUGHS, 


The Reason He Does So From the 
Physical Point of View. 

Laughter is an involuntary response 
of certain muscles to a communication 
from uerves controlling their action 
We laugh because we receive an im- 
pression through our sensory nerves 
that causes a demonstration from the 
muscles which express mirth. The 
vigor or heartiness of laughter depends 
upon the susceptibility of the brain to 
what is received through the sensory 
nerves. 

They get the impression in three 
ways—from something we see, feel or 
bear—and send it along to the nerve 
center. From there it is sent along 
other nerves connected with certain 
muscles or glands and excites them to 
activity. 

The nerves are like so many electric 
wires, and the sensory nerves act as 
a battery, by means of which the elec- 
tric currents’ of life are transmitted. 
The muscles have the power to ex- 
press the state of gladness, indicated 
by laughter, according to the positive- 
ness of the impressions passed along 
the nerves which operate them. You 
laugh less heartily the second time 
you hear a funny story because the 
impression is less positive. — Rocky 
Mountain News.

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MISSIONARIES AND WARS. 

“How do you regard hardships, 
suffering and peril incurred in carry- 
img on missionary work? To what 
extent aré you taking them into ac- 
count and preparing yourself to meet 
them?” 

These are among the searching 
questions put to persons who pre- 
sent themselves for missionary ap- 
pointment by the officers of the 
American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions. That they are 
pertinent questions is well shown by 
the fact that during the 105 years of 
the Board's history there have been 
but brief periods when it was not 
ealled upon to face Wars, massacres, 
fhmine or plague ot some great na- 
tional disaster. ‘These wars include 
the Sepoy rebellion in India in 1857- 
68, the Crimean war, the war be- 
tween Egypt and Turkey, the Japan- 
ese-Chinese and Japanese-Russian 
wars, the Armenian massacres from 
1894 to 1909, the war with Spain, the 
war between Turkey and Greece in 
1897, the Boxer uprising in China, 
the Japanese and the Chinese rev- 
olutions, the two Balkan wars and 
now the great European-Asiatic war. 

In not one of these events have the 
missionaries sought personal safety 
by. fleeing the country, as*they were 
quite free to do, They have stood 
by their native people, bringing re- 
lief and comfort to the homeless, giv- 
ing to sick and wounded, through 
their hospitals and medical staff the 
only possible scientific relief; turn- 
ing their schools into orphanage: 
and their mission grounds into plac- 
es of refuge for noncombatants. 

These missionaries are men and 
women from our best homes, well ed- 
ucated and carefully chosen and they 
represent the one uplifting, steady- 
ing force in times such ag ‘so much 


of the Bastern World is going 
through today. 
The present war affects mission 


stations in Africa, in paits of China, 
in Persia, Egypt, Arabia, Turkey, the 
Balkans and in the Islands of the 
Pacific.

ANTI-SUFFRAGE NOTES. 


Dr. Charles. R. Dana, the noted 
Neurologist of New York, does not be- 
lieve in “Votes for Women:” He 
is convinced that the physical and 
mental make-up of women is so dif- 
ferent from that of men that grave 
dangers are involved by the entrance 
of Women into politics. One of these 
is the probable increase of insanity 
among women. 

Dr. Dana also says: 

“To me this insistent demand of 
‘Votes for Women’ is a distant and 
selfish cry—an echo of the childish de- 
mand: ‘I want my doughnut, and I 
Want it now!” 

“Voting is not a right denied, but a 
privilege granted. If we give votes to 
women, we do not correct injustice, 
we experiment in legislation. If voting 
by women could be shown to add to 
the happiness, efficiency and progress 
of the State, women ought to vote. 

“It has not been shown so far that 
votes by women have added to the real 
value of government; until] it has done 
so, there should be a decent pause and 
a co-operation in werk on social meas- 
ures which we know are urgent and 
workable. 

“For example, the questions of dis- 
ease prevention of infant welfare, of 
mental and moral defectives, of immi- 
gration, of unemployment, of labor, of 
housing, of education, and also the 
problems of our ccuntry’s defense. 
The air is filled with cries for help 
end for all these cres and problems 
there is need of study and work. 

“Furthermore, we know that we can 
by such study cid work achieve 
something. There is no battle line 
as to these matters. We are alli 
agreed that they need our attention 
¢nd our bes* efforts and that such 
efforts will secure reward and make 
an assured . ontrib_tion to human pro 
gress. But women voters—will they 
help or mar? We k not Krow. Ap- 
paréntiy they do nothing.” 

“As I walk down Fifth Avenue and 
see the garish and vulgar display of 
‘Votes for Women’, with its tables of 
half-true statistics, I feel that I am 
confronted with thc oriflamme o? a 
noisy and selfish propaganda, and i 
am forced as a conscientious citizen 
to take a stand; and I ufge that the en- 
éergies and magnificent capacities of 
women for promoting good causes be 
spent just now on more acutely need- 
ed lines and more fruitful fields. 

“Women seem, so far, to have takei 
in 'arge measure the suffrage ques- 
tion rot in‘elligently but obsessively 
It is adopted as a kind of religion, a 
holy cult of self and sex, expressed by 
a passion to get what they want.

This appraisal was 
made on the basis of a Winon& assem- 
bly not in existence. However, seyer- 
ai million dollars are invested, and 
the property to be sold is declared 
worth many times the appraised  val- 
uation.

The low’ rainfall of the extreme 
north of Mexico of two to three inches 
on the bordef of Arizona, and the. ex- 
cessive fall, rerching 156 inches, on 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, with the 
high rate for Monterey and the mod- 
erate fall for the capital, show how 
remarkable are the hygrometric con- 
ditions dwe to topography. The max- 
imum rainfall is only exceeded in very 
few regions of the globe. 


tumbled rock that terminates in an ex- 
tinct volcano, known as Diamond 
Head. A frowning mountain side hides 
a beasitiful lake that is reached from 
the sea by an inlet like the neck of a 
bottle. It covers eleven square miles, 
with a depth of about sixty feet over 
nearly all of it. The neck that leads 
to the sea fs three miles long and hard- 
ly wider than necessary for vessels to 
pass. Parallel with the coast is a coral 
reef a mile wide. Through this a chan- 
nel a thousand feet wide has been cut. 

It bas been equipped with one of the 
most complete naval stations in the 
world, a mile square in extent. It has 
a drydock, which is the largest in the 
world, a $400,000 ammunition plant 
and oi] tanks for vessels. The fortifi- 
eations, extending for fifteen miles to 
Honolulu, consist of powerful batteries, 
with cement emplacements below the 
ground level. The ends are guarded 
by two forts, neither of which can be 
reen from the ocean. On the land the 
guns are defended by a series of earth- 
works that form.a crescent from the 
harbor to Honolulu. In the extinct 
voleano is a mortar battery. The four 
mortars of this battery have an ex- 
treme coast range of nine miles, throw- 
ing twelve inch shells weighing 700 
pounds. The seaconst defenses have 
fourteen inch guns, and the forts are 
supplemented with submarine mines, 
controlled by electricity. 

Pearl harbor is about 2.000 miles 
from Unalaska and from Samoa at op- 
posite ends and a little less from San 
Francisco. So with this impregnable 
base a fleet can guard the whole range 
of the Pacific for this distance and 
have this safe retreat for refitting and 
fresh supplies.—Technical World Mag- 
azine.
